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Preface 


The  objective  of  this  book  is  to  share  with  the  families,  which  make  up  the  Robert  McEachem  Clan, 
the  information  which  I  have  collected  to  date.  The  research  of  this  McEachem  Family  is  by  no 
means  complete.  However,  if  the  information  is  to  be  shared  with  others,  one  has  to  stop  at  some 
point.  The  foundation  for  this  book  was  the  genealogy  information  collected  during  the  1939 
McEachem  Clan  Reunion. 

The  book  starts  with  Shannon  McEachem  Smith's  grandfather,  Leonidus  Love  McEachem,  and 
continues  back  through  the  generations  to  Robert  McEachem.  The  second  half  of  the  book  is 
composed  of  genealogy  reports  for  each  of  the  major  families  associated  with  the  Robert  McEachem 
Clan. 

One  of  the  major  difficulties  encounted  when  researching  a  family  name  on-line  is  the  various 
spellings  or  misspellings  found.  This  is  especiallythe  case  when  searching  census  records.  The 
problem  begins  with  the  age  old  inability  to  read  many  of  the  old  records.  It  is  compounded  in  a  major 
way  by  the  census  enumerator  spelling  the  name  exactly  the  way  it  was  pronounced,  or  what  they 
thought  they  heard.  Thus,  one  will  fine  McEachem,  McEachin,  McKichen,  McCain,  McKain,  etc.  Of 
course,  the  problem  is  again  compounded  by  most  of  these  variances  being  valid  Scottish  names.  In 
the  case  ofAncestry.com",  I  now  search  using  the  McE*  form.  For  those  who  do  not  recognize  this 
*  function,  it  tells  the  search  program  to  list  all  of  those  names  which  start  with  McE  regardless  of 
any  other  additional  letters.  In  the  earlier  periods,  the  name  McEacham  was  used  interchangeably 
with  McEachem.  More  on  this  will  be  covered  in  The  History  or  Source  of  the  McEachem  Name.

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Introduction 


The  arrangement  of  this  book  begins  with  Shannon  McEachem  Smith's  McEACHERN 
grandparents;  Leonidus  Love  McEachem  and  Alice  Elizabeth  Haynes  McEachem.  Each  McEachem 
generation  is  a  new  chapter,  with  the  wife's  family  being  included  in  a  Section  2  of  each  chapter.  In 
some  chapters,  a  Section  3  will  be  included  when  there  is  sufficient  information  about  corollary  lines. 

Included  toward  the  end  of  the  chapter  is  a  report  called  the  Family  Group  Sheet.  This  is  a 
genealogical  report  which  will  generally  provide  the  available  birth,  marriage,  death  and  some  other 
factual  information  for  the  specific  family. 

The  overall  layout  of  the  book  is  based  upon  the  capabilities  provided  by  the  computer  program 
which  I  used  to  record  genealogical  information;  Family  Tree  Maker.  In  addition  to  the  Family  Group 
Sheet  noted  above,  there  are  two  other  reports  generated  by  Family  Tree  Maker,  which  are  included 
at  the  end  of  this  book.  The  first  report  is  a  Descendents  Report  for  Robert  McEachem  -  The 
Emigrant.  This  report  provides  all  of  the  descendents  in  my  file  for  the  first  nine  generations  of  the 
Robert  McEachem's  family.  The  second  is  a  Genealogy  Report  for  each  of  the  families,  which  are 
related  to  the  Robert  McEachem  line.  These  genealogy  reports  provide  all  of  the  detailed  information 
which  I  have  found  researching  these  families.  The  other  lines  are  not  complete  in  that  they  are 
brought  forward  from  the  oldest  ancestor,  now  identified,  to  where  that  line  ties  into  the  McEachem 
line.  As  an  example,  the  Descendants  Report  for  William  Cureton  has  only  two  generations.  One  is 
for  William  and  the  second  where  one  of  his  daughters  marries  David  Dickson.  Again,  one  has  to 
stop  at  some  point  if  anything  is  to  get  published.  Most  importantly,  these  reports  include  source 
references,  where  such  were  available.  Taken  together,  these  reports  represents  the  major  reason  to 
publish  this  book.  That  is  to  document  the  information,  which  I  have  collected,  and  share  it  with 
Shannon's  McEachem  Clan. 

One  of  the  major  sources  for  the  very  early  years  of  the  McEachem's  in  the  United  States  is  the  book 
The  McEachem  &  McDougal  Families,  Scotland  to  America  by  Sally  Stone  Trotter  and  Mable 
McEachem  Stewart,  published  in  1999.  Mable  McEachem  Stewart  contributed  the  James  W.  and 
Margaret  Steen  McEachem  family  and  their  descendants  to  the  book.  This  incorporated  the  family 
information  which  was  gathered  during  the  McEachem  Clan  Reunion  in  September  of  1939. 

Much  of  the  genealogical  information  is  from  the  various  United  States  Census  Records.  The  United 
States  Constitution  requires  a  census  to  be  taken  every  ten  years  for  the  apportionment  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  among  the  various  states.  Therefore  there  are  census  records  from  1 790  to  1 940 
available  on-line.  That  is  except  for  one  "black  hole",  the  1890  Census.  As  the  1890  Census  records 
were  reported  to  have  been  water  soaked  during  a  fire  in  a  St.  Louis,  Missouri  warehouse;  they  were 
later  destroyed. 

I  should  also  note  that  I  did  not  try  to  obtain,  list  or  analyze  all  the  myriad  land  records  in  all  the 
county  and  parish  courthouses  which  Shannon  and  I  visited.  There  were  just  far  too  many 
transactions.  Most  of  the  families  bought  and  sold  land,  many  of  these  were  between  family  members. 
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I  suggest  for  the  first  reading  of  the  book,  you  read  the  first  section  of  each  chapter.  This  will  allow 
you  to  go  back  through  the  McEachem  generations  without  the  distraction  of  going  through  the 
earlier  generations  of  the  maternal  side  of  that  McEachem  generation. 

The  MAJOR  benefit  of  using  Family  Tree  Maker,  instead  of  a  word  processing  or  a  publishing 
program,  is  the  ability  to  easley  include  an  all  name  index.  The  Index  provides  the  page  references,  by 
name,  for  all  those  who  are  noted  in  all  of  the  various  Family  Tree  Maker  produced  reports.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  ladies  will  be  listed  under  their  family  surname.  Thus,  Shannon  McEachem  Smith  is 
listed  under  McEachem,  Shannon.

Letter  from  Professor  Eric  Pratt  Hamp,  Ph  D 

Dated  November  1 1,  1990 

One  day  in  the  mid  year  of  1990, 1  was  flying  from  New  York  to  Chicago  on  business.  I  struck  up  a 
conversation  with  my  seat  mate  to  pass  the  time.  During  our  trade  of  information,  he  said  that  he  was 
involved  in  the  Linguistics  department  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  Upon  learning  this,  I  began  to 
question  him  about  the  surnames  of  Scotland,  more  specifically  McEachem. 

We  talked  about  this  surname  and  several  others  of  interest  to  me.  At  the  end  of  the  flight  Dr.  Hamp 
said  he  would  take  a  look  at  the  McEachem  surname  in  greater  detail.  The  following  page  is  the 
letter  which  I  received  from  Dr.  Hamp.  As  I  was  considering  how  to  include  this  letter  in  the 
McEachem  book,  I  checked  to  see  if  there  was  a  listing  for  Dr.  Hamp  on  any  website.  1  had  been 
impressed  with  Dr.  Hamp  during  our  conversation  and  have  retained  his  letter  for  twenty-four  years. 
After  reading  his  biography,  I  decided  to  make  it  a  part  of  this  book. 

A  second  source  of  information  about  the  McEachem  surname  was  found  in  the  Robeson  County 
Public  Library  in  Lumberton,  North  Carolina.  The  Surnames  of  Scotland:  Their  Origin,  Meaning  and 
History ,  by  George  F.  Black,  Ph  D  (1856-1948)  also  discussed  the  meaning  of  source  of  the 
McEachem  surname.  Amazon  has  a  reprint  of  this  book  on  its  website.  Amazon  has  the  following 
description  for  the  book:  “A  book  on  the  origin,  meaning  and  history  of  Scottish  surnames.  The  core 
of  this  work  is  a  listing  of  over  8,000  names,  each  with  a  concise  history  and  cross-references.  It 
should  serve  as  a  tool  for  genealogist,  historians,  or  anyone  with  a  general  interest  in  Scotland.”  The 
section  from  page  489  relating  to  the  McEachem  surname,  from  this  first  edition  of  Dr.  Black's  book, 
is  included  after  Dr.  Hamp’s  biography. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  both  of  these  scholars  came  to  some  agreement  as  to,  what  1  will  call  the 
meaning  of  the  surname  McEachem.

Eric  Pratt  Hamp  (bom  November  16,  1920)  is  an  American  linguist  widely  respected  as  a  leading 
authority  on  Indo-European  linguistics,  with  particular  interests  in  Celtic  languages  and  Albanian. 
Unlike  many  Indo-Europeanists,  who  work  entirely  on  the  basis  of  written  materials,  he  has 
conducted  extensive  ;  Breton;  Welsh;  Irish;  and  Scots  Gaelic.  His  wide-ranging  interests  have  also 
included  American  Indian  languages.  He  served  for  many  years  as  editor  of  the  International  Journal 
of  American  Linguistics  and  did  field  work  on  Quileute  and  Ojibwa.  He  also  studied  linguistic 
aspects  of  braille.  Hamp's  scholarship  is  characterized  by  the  densely  argued,  narrowly  focused  note, 
essay  and  review,  generally  consisting  of  a  few  pages.  He  has  written  more  than  3,500  articles  and 
reviews,  and  nearly  every  important  aspect  of  historical  linguistics  has  been  dealt  with,  often  multiple 
times,  in  Hamp's  writings.  He  is  the  Robert  Maynard  Hutchins  Distinguished  Service  Professor 
Emeritus  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  in  spite  of  his  advanced  age,  he  continues  to  write,  edit, 
speak  and  travel  at  select  meetings  and  conferences,  and  remains  an  Associate  Editor  of  the  journal 
Anthropological  Linguistics. 

Education 

Bom  in  London  in  1920,  Hamp  attended  Tome  School  as  a  young  boy  and  entered  Amherst  College 
at  age  16  where  he  received  his  BA  in  1942.  He  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  and  after  being  discharged 
in  1947  resumed  his  studies,  receiving  an  MA  (1948)  and  PhD  (1954)  both  from  Harvard  University. 
Among  Hamp's  teachers  at  Harvard  were  Joshua  Whatmough  and  Kenneth  H.  Jackson. 

Career 

Hamp  spent  his  entire  academic  career  on  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  which  he  joined  in 
1950  and  from  which  he  retired  in  1991.  At  Chicago,  he  is  the  Robert  Maynard  Hutchins 
Distinguished  Service  Professor  Emeritus  in  the  Department  of  Linguistics,  where  he  served  as  chair 
from  1966  to  1969.  Hamp  also  held  appointments  at  the  University  of  Chicago  in  the  departments  of 
Psychology  and  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures,  as  well  as  in  the  Committee  on  the  Ancient 
Mediterranean  World.  He  served  as  director  for  the  Center  for  Balkan  and  Slavic  Studies  from  1965 
to  1991 .  He  was  a  visiting  fellow  and  faculty  member  at  a  number  of  institutions  throughout  the 
world,  including  the  University  of  Michigan;  the  University  of  Wisconsin;  the  Dublin  Institute  tor 
Advanced  Studies;  the  University  of  Edinburgh;  and  the  Luigj  Gurakuqi  University  of  Shkoder, 
Albania.  In  1960,  he  held  the  Hermann  and  Klara  H.  Collitz  Professorship  for  Comparative  Philology 
at  the  Linguistic  Society  of  America  Summer  Institute  at  the  University  of  Texas  Hamp  has  also  been 
a  prodigious  lecturer,  and  among  the  invited  talks  he  has  given  are  the  Rudolf  1  humeysen  Memorial 
Lecture  at  the  University  of  Bonn  and  the  James  W.  Poultney  Lecture  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Selected  honors 

Hamp's  extensive  career  has  brought  him  recognition  from  multiple  disciplines  in  language  studies, 
including  six  Festschriften:  one  in  general  linguistics,  two  in  Balkan  studies,  one  in  Native  American 
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languages,  one  in  Indo-European  linguistics  and  one  in  Celtic  studies.  These  works  include  Studies  in 
Balkan  Linguistics  to  Honor  Eric  P.  Hamp  on  his  Sixtieth  Birthday,  Folia  Slavica  4,  2-3,  published  in 
1981  and  edited  by  Howard  I.  Aronson  and  Bill  J.  Darden;  Celtic  Language,  Celtic  Culture:  A 
Festschrift  for  Eric  P.  Hamp,  published  in  1990  and  edited  by  A.T.  E.  Matonis  and  Daniel  F.  Melia; 
and  Scritti  in  onore  di  Eric  Pratt  Hamp  per  il  suo  90.  compleanno,  edited  by  Giovanni  Belluscio  and 
Antonio  Mendicino  of  the  University  of  Calabria  and  published  in  2010  (ISBN  9  788874  581016). 
Hamp  is  a  member  of  many  academies  and  learned  societies,  including  the  American  Philosophical 
Society,  the  Royal  Danish  Academy  of  Sciences  and  Letters  and  the  Albanian  Academy  of  Sciences, 
and  holds  honorary  doctorates  from  Amherst  College,  University  of  Wales,  the  University  of 
Calabria,  the  University  of  Delhi,  and  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  On  his  92nd  birthday  in  2012, 
Posta  Shqiptare,  the  national  postal  service  of  Albania,  honored  Hamp  with  a  50  leke  stamp  in  a 
series  commemorating  foreign  Albanologists,  linguists  who  have  studied  the  Albanian  language. 
Hamp  was  the  only  living  Albanologist  honored  in  the  series,  the  two  other  commemorated  linguists 
being  Norbert  Jokl  and  Holger  Pedersen.

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A  Summary  of  the  McEachem  and  McEacham  Relationship 

In  researching  the  McEachem’s,  I  continued  to  run  across  the  name  “McEacham”  being  used 
interchangeable  with  McEachem  in  the  documents  of  the  1700s  in  North  Carolina.  In  the  1790 
Census  for  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina,  the  family  name  was  spelled  McEacham.  This  spelling 
would  reappear  in  other  census  records  from  time  to  time.  Various  deeds  have  the  same  spelling. 

I  believe  that  the  previous  pages  bring  a  little  enlightenment,  plus  some  confusion.  Dr.  Hamp  in  his 
letter  to  me,  dated  November  11,  1990,  noted  that  the  McEachem  name  developed  from  the  Gaelic 
form  MacEachthigheam.  Dr.  Black,  in  his  book  The  Surnames  of  Scotland,  introduced  the  subject 
with:  MACEACHERN,  Maceacheam  &  Macechem.  Mr.  Dougald  MacEachem  in  his  letter  of 
August  23,  1903,  noted  the  root  of  the  name  being:  derives  the  name  from  Each-Thigheama, 

Horse-Lord.” 

In  the  book  by  Sally  Stone  Trotter  and  Mable  McEachem  Stewart,  The  McEachem  &  McDougal 
Families,  Scotland  to  America,  Ms.  Trotter  makes  the  following  point  on  page  87: 

"“This  section  would  not  be  complete  without  a  quote  from  Henry  H.  Hodgin  Jr.,  the  cousin  whom  I 
consider  the  genealogist  of  the  family  of  Robert  and  Jenette  McEachem  of  Robeson  Co.,  N.C.  He 
has  outlined  all  the  families  of  the  name  in  N.C. ,  also  of  the  McEachin  family,  which  he  quotes  his 
mother  and  others  of  older  generations  saying  are  not  the  same  family  as  ours.  Having  lived  in  the 
section  of  North  Carolina  where  the  Scots  people  emigrated  for  all  of  his  life;  Henry  feels  he  knows 
the  families  intimately.  I  quote  from  his  August  10,  1969  letter  to  me: 

“Sally,  watch  the  spelling.  If  there  is  an  R  in  the  name,  that  is  our  clan.  Our  variants  are 
McEachem  and  McEachran.  The  other  clan  is  McEachin,  McEachen,  and  McEachan.  Mr. 
McEachran’s  letter  from  Kilblann  Farm  should  straighten  the  business  of  spelling  and  clans 
for  good  and  all.”" 

While  Shannon  and  I  were  researching  the  McEachem’s  in  the  Robeson  County  Library,  Lumberton, 
Robeson  County,  North  Carolina,  I  did  not  find  the  letter  from  Mr.  McEachran.  The  letter  from  Mr. 
McEachem,  of  The  Manse,  Coll,  Scotland,  in  an  earlier  part  of  this  section,  was  found  in  Mr. 

Hodgin’ s  research  papers.

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Chapter  1 

Section  1  Leonidus  Love  McEachem  and 

Alice  Elizabeth  Haynes  McEachem 

Leonidus  Love  McEachem  was  bom  in  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana,  on  May  23,  1878,  the  fifth 
son/sixth  child  of  Thomas  H.  and  Theodoshia  Ward  McEachem.  The  first  official  record  we  have  for 
Leonidus  is  in  the  1880  Census,  where  he  is  listed  as  being  two  years  of  age.  He  is  living  with  his 
parents  in  Ward  1  of  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana.  This  Parish  is  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Louisiana. 
If  we  were  visiting  this  McEachem  family,  we  might  be  in  a  frame  house  surrounded  by  thirty  or  forty 
acres  of  cleared  land  and  then  surrounded  by  a  first  growth  forest  of  huge  pine.  Alice  Elizabeth 
Haynes  was  bom  on  May  15,  1881  in  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana,  the  fourth  daughter  and  the  seventh 
child  of  David  Matthew  and  Maiy  Evelyn  Hodges  Haynes.  This  couple  went  on  to  have  a  total  of 
eleven  children.  Leonidus  and  Alice  were  married  the  day  before  Christmas,  in  1899.  In  one  sense, 
Leonidus  was  following  his  older  brother,  Joseph,  who  had  married  Alice's  older  sister,  Anna  Haynes, 
in  1896. 

As  a  result  of  the  destmction  of  the  1 890  Census  records,  we  do  not  have  another  census  record  for 
Leonidus  until  the  1900  Census.  In  this  census,  he  and  Alice  Elizabeth  are  now  married  and  living  in 
their  home  in  Ward  1,  North  of  Homer  and  Sikes  Ferry  Road.  They  are  living  on  the  land  where 
Leonidus  has  begun  the  process  to  obtain  a  Homestead,  under  the  1862  Homestead  Act.  Leonidus 
and  Alice  are  living  in  the  two  room  log  "dog  trot”  house  on  the  future  Homestead. 

Three  different  public  lands  acts  will  be  referenced  in  this  family  history.  A  more  detailed  description 
and  a  very  limited  explanation  of  how  they  function  is  provided  in  Appendix  A.  Appendix  B  is  an 
explanation  of  how  the  federal  lands  were  surveyed  and  the  tracks  of  land  identified.  Our  cousins  in 
Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  Mississippi  and  the  other  Federal  Land  States  may  well  understand  the  system. 
For  those  of  us  in  Texas,  such  a  logical  system  was  far  too  simple  to  be  of  use  to  the  Republic  of 
Texas.  While  there  are  McEachem  Clan  members  who  were  first  land  owners  in  Texas,  I  have  not 
found  any  of  our  direct  McEachem  ancestors  who  were.  Thus  there  is  no  need  to  discuss  the 
Republic  of  Texas  abstract  system,  which  overlay  the  Spanish  government  and  the  Republic  of 
Mexico  government  land  systems. 

The  May  20,  1862,  “To  secure  Homesteads  to  actual  Settlers  on  the  Public  Domain,”  act  basically 
provided  for  a  three  step  process  to  obtain  160  acres  of  Public  Land  at  a  very,  very  low  cost.  On 
January  23,  1902,  Leonidus  made  one  of  the  first  steps,  when  he  filed  a  Homestead  Entry  Application 
with  the  land  office  in  Natchitoches,  Louisiana.  In  the  Testimony  of  Claimant  he  stated  that  he 
established  actual  residence  on  the  land  in  January  of  1 897  and  he  had  built  a  two  room  log  house. 

He  had  also  cleared  23  acres  and  grown  crops.  A  copy  of  the  Testimony  form  is  later  in  this  Section, 
together  with  a  transcript  of  the  two  key  questions.  Two  years  after  establishing  his  residence,  on 
December  24,  1 899,  he  married  Alice  Elizabeth  Haynes.  A  little  more  that  three  years  later. 
Homestead  Certificate  No.  4211,  dated  May  8,  1903,  and  approved  by  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  was  issued  to  Leonidus  L.  McEachem  for  163.08  acres.  His  total  cost  for  the  163.08  acres 
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was  found  in  the  homestead  file,  obtained  from  the  United  States  National  Archives  and  Records 
Administration,  Land  Entry  Files,  was  less  than  $15.  While  there  were  no  doubt  other  expenses 
directly  related  to  obtaining  this  land,  this  cost  does  reflect  upon  why  the  Homestead  Act  of  1 862 
was  so  very  popular. 


The  1900  Census  describes  the  location  of  their  home  as  Ward  1,  North  of  Homer  and  Sakes  Ferry 
Road,  Webster  Parish,  LA.  Within  a  few  households  of  Leonidus  and  Alice  are:

[I  have  some  what  renumbered  these  households.  The  Household  Numbers  for  Census  Pages  14A 
and  14B  can  most  charitably  be  described  as  inconsistent.] 

This  concentration  simply  reflects  the  Homesteads  Grants  which  were  obtained  by  Leonidus 
McEachem,  father  Thomas  McEachem,  brother  Elisha  McEachem,  and  Alice  Haynes  McEachem’s 
father  David  Matthew  “Matt”  Haynes  and  grandfather  Samuel  Haynes.  The  Homestead  Documents 
and  Maps  later  in  this  Section  will  provide  additional  details  relating  to  the  various  Homestead 
Grants. 

On  December  24,  1904,  the  family  now  including  daughters  Letha  and  Vera,  moved  three  miles  to 
the  east  from  the  Homestead  farm  to  Old  Shongaloo.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  an  Affidavit  signed  by 
Leonidus  dated  March  30,  1955,  which  provides  us  with  a  great  deal  of  information  about  this  move. 
It  appears  that  a  dispute  had  been  raised  about  the  ownership  of  the  acre  or  so  that  the  Pilgrims  Rest 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  was  using.  In  the  Affidavit,  Leonidus  stated  that  he  had  moved  onto  land 
which  he  had  purchased  in  December  1905,  from  his  Uncle  William  David  Ward.  If  these  dates  are 
correct,  Leonidus  must  have  had  a  prior  agreement  with  his  Uncle  for  him  to  build  a  new  frame  house 
on  Ward’s  property.  Sometime  in  1908  or  1909,  Leonidus  purchased  an  adjacent  farm  from  Uncle 
William  Ward.  The  Affidavit  states  that  there  was  a  school  on  the  property.  “The  said  Church 
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[Pilgrims  Rest  Missionary  Baptist  Church]  used  the  school  house  to  meet  in  until  about  1910  or  1911 
when  the  school  was  consolidated  with  another  school,  then  the  Shongaloo  school  was  tom  dawn.” 
The  church  went  on  to  build  a  replacement  building.  Leonidus  also  references  a  deed  dated  July  1 0, 
1939  relating  or  naming  the  Pilgrims  Rest  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  The  school  referenced  above 
was  the  McEachem  School.  The  school  was  consolidated  in  1915.  This  type  of  country  school 
operated  on  a  very  limited  time  bases,  as  the  children  were  needed  during  planting  and  harvest 
seasons. 

May  10,  1910,  the  census  finds  Leonidus  and  Alice  remaining  in  their  almost  new  home  in  Old 
Shongaloo  V illage,  which  appears  to  have  been  a  Christmas  present  for  Alice.  They  report  that  they 
had  been  married  for  10  years  and  she  had  bom  four  children,  all  of  whom  were  still  living.  Two  more 
would  be  bom  in  the  next  decade,  with  the  birth  of  Johnnie  Carl  and  May  Willie.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  Thomas  H.  McEachem  was  the  Enumerator  for  Enumeration  District  1 13.  This  District 
was  part  of  Ward  1  and  included  the  Shongaloo  Village.  I  will  add  that  most  of  Thomas'  witting 
could  be  read. 

In  the  1920  Census,  L.  L.  McEachem  has  replaced  Thomas  as  the  Enumerator  for  the  part  of  Ward  1, 
that  included  Shongaloo  Village.  I  will  also  add  that  Leonidas  wrote  with  a  very  good  "hand",  well 
except  for  his  first  name,  which  has  been  transcriped  incorrectly  as  Leontius.  The  family  continues  to 
live  in  Shongaloo  Village.  All  six  of  their  children  are  in  the  household.  Living  on  either  side  of  them 
are  his  brothers  Silas  T,  and  Elisha  McEachem.  His  nephew,  Arthur  C.  McEachem  a  son  of  Silas,  is 
living  two  doors  down.  His  brother  Elisha  McEachem  has  also  obtained  a  Homestead,  containing 
-120  acres.  The  census  record  shows  that  the  following  members  of  McEachem  Clan  are  in  Webster 
Parish  living  in  or  near  Old  Shongaloo  Village.  Household  26-27  is  Floyd  Merrett,  a  black  widow 
with  three  young  children.

I  could  continue  with  this  list  with  more  of  the  Haynes  family  and  others  who  intermarried  with  the 
McEachem's;  the  Ward’s,  Meeks’  and  etc.  living  in  or  near  the  Old  Shongaloo  Village. 
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On  September  12,  1918,  Leonidus  signed  his  World  War  I  Draft  Registration  card  in  Minden.  He  is 
described  as:  "Height:  Tall,  Build:  Slender,  Color  of  Eyes:  Blue,  and  Color  of  Hair:  Lite". 

Now,  back  to  Leonidus’  Pilgrims  Rest  Missionary  Baptist  Church  Affidavit  for  an  important  piece  of 
information:  we  lived  there  [the  house  in  Old  Shongaloo  Village]  until  March  21,  1921,  when  I 

sold  out  and  moved  to  Springhill,  La."  On  July  1,  1924,  L.  L.  McEachem  signed  an  Oath  of  Office  to 
become  “Mayor  in  and  for  the  Town  of  Springhill”.  It  is  a  pity  that  Charles  Gary  Bonner  in  his  book, 
Springhill  Louisiana,  the  City  That  Pine  Trees  Built,  did  not  include  Leonidus  Love  McEachem  on 
his  list  of  Mayors  of  the  City  of  Springhill. 

At  the  time  of  the  1930  Census,  on  April  5,  two  boarders  are  living  in  the  household.  Leonidas  and 
Alice  stated  that  they  were  21  and  20  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  their  marriage.  Their  ages  in  this 
Census,  as  well  as  their  ages  at  first  marriage  are  not  consistent.  Based  upon  their  dates  of  births  and 
the  date  of  their  marriage,  Alice  was  181/2  years  old  and  Leonidas  was  211/2,  when  they  married.  For 
the  first  time  for  any  census,  one  of  the  questions  asked  was,  do  you  have  a  radio.  For  Leonidus' 
family,  the  answer  was,  "No".  In  the  1940  Census,  Leonidus  and  Alice  had  a  house  full.  Living  with 
them  were  daughter  Mary  W.  McEachem  Y oungblood,  with  her  husband,  Curtis  Y oungblood  and 
son,  Ronnie  Youngblood.  Also  in  the  household  is  Tom  Budwah,  age  15  and  is  listed  as  a  cousin. 
Tom  is  a  first  cousin  once  removed  to  Leonidas.  This  would  make  him  the  second  cousin  once 
removed  for  Shannon  McEachem  Smith. 

April  27,  1942,  found  Leonidus  again  registering  for  the  military  draft,  this  time  at  the  age  of  63.  The 
World  Was  II  regulations  basically  required  men  of  between  45  and  65  to  also  register.  His 
description  was  a  little  more  detailed  in  this  registration:  "Race:  White,  Height:  6’  2”,  Weight:  186, 
Eyes:  Blue,  Hair:  Brown,  Complexion:  Ruddy".  As  with  the  WW-I  registration,  additional 
information  is  available  later  in  this  section. 

One  of  the  effects  of  the  depression  was  evidenced  by  the  change  in  the  value  of  Leonidus'  farm.  In 
the  1930  Census  the  value  was  $4,500,  while  in  the  1940  Census  the  value  had  dropped  to  $2,500. 
This  was  a  $2,000  or  a  45%  drop  in  the  farm's  value.  Alice  and  Leonidus  continued  to  live  in 
Springhill  working  the  farm.  As  an  aside,  there  continued  to  be  property  transactions  between 
Leonidus,  his  siblings,  his  sons,  and  daughters  and  in-laws.  Far  too  many  for  me  to  sort  out  in  the 
time  I  had  to  spend  in  the  Webster  Parish  Courthouse.  During  his  life  time,  there  is  evidence  that  he 
had  at  least  two  nicknames:  "Bud"  being  the  most  common,  but  also  "Leon  .  This  latter  one  may 
have  become  less  common  as  son  Millard  Leon  McEachem  is  often  referred  to  as  Leon  .  Leonidus 
passed  away  on  December  18,  1961  in  Springhill,  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana  and  is  buried  in  the 
Springhill  Cemetery.  A  picture  of  his  and  Alice's  headstone  is  at  this  end  of  Section  1 .

Which  Is  the  Correct  Spelling:  Leonidus  or  Leonidas? 

There  is  a  lot  of  confusion  or  contradictions  in  the  records  about  the  correct  spelling 
of  Leonidus!  It  is  not  helpful  that  in  the  various  census  and  in  other  records  his 
Christian  name  is  spelled  several  different  ways,  as  is  his  surname  McEachem. 

On  his  WW-I  Draft  Registration  Card,  which  he  signed,  his  name  is  spelled  Leonidus. 

On  his  WW-II  Draft  Registration  Card,  which  he  signed,  his  name  is  spelled  Leonidus. 

On  the  Homestead  Certificate  Number  4211,  his  given  name  is  spelled  Leonidus. 

On  his  Death  Certificate,  his  given  name  is  spelled:  Leonidas. 

On  a  Homestead  document  from  the  U.  S.  Land  Office  in  Natchitoches,  Louisiana, 
dated  July  19,  1902  the  given  name  is  spelled  Leonidas. 

In  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office,  Washington,  D.C., 
dated  February  27,  1903;  the  writer  noted  that  the  spelling  of  his  Christian  name  was  in 
conflict.  The  letter  requested  that  an  affidavit  be  provided  with  clarification  as  to  the  correct 
spelling.  On  April  9,  1903,  Leonidus  L.  McEachem  “who  being  duly  sworn  states  that  his 
correct  name  is  Leonidus  L.  McEachem”;  and  so  signed  the  affidavit.  On  the  Homestead 
document  dated  July  19,  1902,  referenced  about,  is  an  over  strike  “Corrected  so  as  to  read 
as[?]  the  name  of  Leonidus  L.  McEachem,  as  per  letter  “C”  of  July  27,  1 903,  this  1 5th  day  of 
April  1903.  J.  Ernest  Buida,  Register.”

ORDINANCE  KG.  39 
TOWN  OF  SFfilKGiilLL,  LOUISIANA 

An  ordinance  to  prohibit  certain  dhows  arid  traveling  street 
fairs,  fakirs  and  confidence  men  and  games  of  chance  or  fortune 
from  exhibiting  in  the  streets  or  within  the  corporate  limits  cf 
the  Town  of  Springhill,  Louisiana  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  1:  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Alder¬ 
men  of  the  Town  of  Springhill,  La.  in  regular  session  convened  that 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful 
and  deemed  a  misdemeanor  for  any  traveling  "Forty-nine"  or  dancing 
show 5  oriental  show;  “Little  Egypt";  Houchie  Kouchie;  or  show  in 
which  women  and  girls  take  part  in  aancing  with  or  without  men;  or 
for  any  fortune  wheels  or  fortune  tellers;  or  games  of  chance;  or 
for  any  street  fair  or  carnival  to  sot  up  or  exhibit  in  the  streets 
or  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Town  of  Springhill,  Louisiana. 

Section  2;  Be  it  further  ordained,  etc.,  that  any  person, 
persons,  firm  or  corporation  or  partnership  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  bo  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not 
less  than  Twenty  Five  ($35.00)  Dollars  not  more  than  One  Hundred 
($100.00)  Dollars  for  each  offense  or  shall  bo  imprisoned  in  jail 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days 
or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  may  be  imposed  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Mayor. 

Section  3:  All  ordinances,  minutes,  petitions  and  re¬ 
solutions  conflicting  with  the  above  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Thus  done,  signed  and  passed  officially  at  Springhill,  La. 
in  regular  session  of  Lhu  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  on  this  the 
5th.  day  of  May,  1925.

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World  War  I  -  Draft  Registration  Card 

On  September  12,  1918,  Leonidus  registered  for  the  World  War  I  draft  in  Minden,  the  parish  seat  for 
Webster  Parish.  Forty  years  of  age  is  somewhat  old  to  be  called  up  to  serve.  The  reason  for  this  third 
registration  call,  the  second  in  1918,  can  be  found  on  the  Western  Front.  It  is  necessary  to  recall  that 
in  late  1917  and  the  early  part  of  1918,  the  American  casualty  rates  were  very  high.  There  was  no 
reason  to  believe  that  the  German  Army  would  disintegrate  and  that  it's  soldiers  would  decide  the 
war  was  lost  and  begin  to  return  home.

One  clear  indication  that  the  government  was  expecting  to  dip  deeper  into  the  manpower  pool  were 
some  questions  on  the  first  draft  registration  card  of  1917,  compared  to  those  on  the  two  1918.  The 
1917  draft  registration  ask:  "Have  you  a  father,  mother,  wife,  child  under  12,  or  a  sister  or  brother 
under  1 2,  dependent  on  your  support  (specify  which)?  Married  or  single  (which)?  Do  you  claim 
exemption  from  draft  (specify  grounds)?"  There  are  no  questions  on  either  of  the  two  1918  forms 
dealing  with  dependents.  It  is  clear  from  this  that  had  the  war  continued,  call  ups  would  be  based 
upon  less  exclusive  grounds. 


On  the  back  of  the  card  [the  image  on  the  right]  was  a  very  general  physical  description. 
This  is  how  Leonidus  is  described:

If  Leonidus  McEachem  was  a  little  old 
in  1 9 1 8  for  the  draft,  he  is  now  63  years 
of  age  and  again  registrating  for  another 
draft. 

The  Selective  Training  and  Service  Act 
of  1940, was  the  first  peacetime 
conscription  in  the  United  States.  The 
Act  required  all  men  between  the  ages 
of  21  and  35  to  register  with  their  local 
draft  board  and  be  subject  to  be  drafted 
into  military  service.  After  the  United 
States  entered  World  War  II,  all  men 
aged  1 8  to  45  were  made  subject  to 
military  service.  None  of  these  records 
have  yet  been  released  to  the  public. 

This  Fourth  Registration  is  often 
referred  to  as  the  "old  man’s 
registration".  It  was  conducted  on  April 
27,  1942,  and  registered  men  who  were 
bom  on  or  between  April  28,  1877,  and 
February  16,  1897.  These  were  men 
who  were  between  45  and  64  years  of 
age  and  who  were  not  already  in  the 
military.

Homestead  Proof:  Testimony  of  Claimant 

On  May  8,  1903,  "...  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  the  one  hundred  and  twenty 
seventh",  Leonidus  was  granted  a  Homestead  near  Shongaloo,  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana  under  the 
Homestead  Act  of  1862.  The  grant  was  issued  in  the  name  of  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  legal  description  of  the  property  used  the  rectangular  survey  system  first  approved  by  the 
Congress  operating  under  the  Articles  of  Confederation  in  1785.  This  is  the  system  that  defined  the 
sections  and  townships  into  which  government  owned  land  would  be  divided.  The  Homestead  Act  of 
1862  provided  a  three  step  method  of  obtaining  160  acres  of  public  land,  at  no  cost  except  for  a  small 
filing  fee.  The  homesteader  had  to  file  an  application,  improve  the  land,  and  after  five  years  of  living 
on  the  land,  file  for  the  Homestead.  The  required  improvements  included:  a  minium  of  a  12-by-14 
foot  dwelling  and  growing  crops. 

Two  of  the  documents,  from  the  twenty  eight  pages  of  Leonidus'  homestead  filing,  are  the 
Homestead  Patent  on  the  prior  page  and  his  Homestead  Proof  -  Testimony  of  Claimant,  on  the 
following  page.  These  documents,  as  well  as  the  balance  of  his  homestead  file,  were  obtained  from 
the  National  Archives  and  Records  Administration  in  Washington,  DC. 

Below  are  2  of  the  14  questions  of  particular  interest  which  were  asked  on  the  Testimony  of 
Claimant: 

"Ques.  4:  When  was  your  house  built  on  the  land  and  when  did  you  establish  actual  residence 
therein?  (Describe  said  house  and  other  improvements  which  you  have  placed  on  the  land,  giving 
total  value  thereof.)" 

Ans.  "In  January  Of  1897  -  Log  house  -  2  rooms  &  gallary  &  necessary  out  houses  &  23  acres  cleared 
&  put  in  cultivation,  worth  about  $200.00." 

"Ques.  5:  Of  whom  does  your  family  consist;  and  have  you  and  your  family  resided  continuously  on 
the  land  since  first  establishing  residence  thereon?  (If  unmarried,  state  the  fact.)" 

Ans.  "Of  a  wife  &  one  child,  We  have" 

From  Question  4,  we  can  see  that  Leonidus  and  Alice  were  living  on  the  land  and  had  presumably 
been  doing  so  since  their  marriage  in  December  of  1899.  It  is  also  obvious  that  Leonidus  had  been 
living  on  and  developing  the  land  for  several  years  prior  to  his  marriage  to  Alice.

As  there  are  640  acres  of  land  in  a  Section,  1/4  of  1/4  would  be  40  acres.  Thus,  with  four  of  these 
parcels,  Leonidus  had  his  160  acres.  As  it  happened,  he  ended  up  with  163.08  acres.  This  is  a  result 
of  needing  to  adjust  the  Township  and  Range  lines  to  allow  for  the  curvature  of  the  earth. 

While  all  of  these  different  numbers  would  make  it  appear  that  these  parcels  are  all  over  Webster 
Parish,  such  is  not  quite  the  case.  Below  is  a  layout  of  his  Homestead  on  a  section  of  a  USGS  7.5 
Series  map  showing  the  four  40  acre  parcels  .  The  drawing  on  the  map  reflects  how  the  rectangular 
survey  system  works  in  the  case  of  Leonidus'  land.

The  Homestead  Act  of  1862  required  more  than  a  little  paperwork,  but  at  the  end  one  was  granted 
160  acres.  From  the  documents  obtained  from  the  National  Archives  and  Records  Administration,  it 
appears  that  Leonidus  paid  $17.85  for  his  163+  acres.  These  documents  were  actually  Leonidus’ 
second  attempt  to  be  granted  his  homestead.  One  has  to  love  a  bureaucracy  which  can  agree  that  they 
were  wrong  to  have  rejected  your  first  application  and  then,  without  apologies,  tell  you  to  resubmit 
all  of  your  documents.  On  the  plus  side,  the  official  in  his  letter  did  note  that  there  were  funds  on 
deposit  with  his  office  from  Leonidus'  first  attempt.

Alice  and  Leonidus,  or  "Bub"  or  "Leon"  as  he  was  also  known  in  later  years,  did  not  live  for  long  in 
the  two  room  "dog  trot"  log  house.  On  or  about  December  24,  1904,  they  moved  to  a  new  house  that 
Leonidus  built  [or  had  built]  in  an  area  which  is  now  known  as  Old  Shongaloo. 

The  description  of  the  property  was  the  comer  of  SE1/4  of  the  SE1/4  of  Section  8,  Township  23-N, 
Range  9-W. 

We  are  fortunate  that  there  appears  to  have  been  a  dispute  about  the  ownership  of  one  acre  of  land, 
being  used  by  the  Pilgrims  Rest  Missionary  Baptist  Church  to  explain  how  this  move  came  about.  As 
a  part  of  this  question  about  the  ownership,  L.  L.  McEachem  signed  an  affidavit,  dated  March  30, 
1955,  detailing  the  history  of  this  one  acre,  while  also  providing  some  key  information  about  his  land 
and  home  ownership.  In  so  doing,  he  provided  us  with  several  key  pieces  of  information.  We  know 
from  his  Homestead  file  discussed  earlier  that  he  had  built  a  two  room  log  cabin  on  the  Homestead 
property.  The  property  discussed  in  the  affidavit  is  about  three  miles  east  in  Old  Shongaloo.  Leonidus 
opened  the  affidavit  by  stating  that  when  he  lived  in  Old  Shongaloo,  he  was  the  owner  of  all  of 
SE1/4  of  the  SE1/4  of  Section  8.  The  affidavit  detailed  how  he  came  to  own  this  forty  acres. 
Leonidus  stated  that  he  had  purchased  the  S 1/2  of  the  SW1/4  of  the  SW1/4  and  6  acres  in  the  SE 
comer  of  SE1/4  of  the  SE1/4  of  Sec.  8  from  his  Uncle,  W.  D.  Ward,  during  December  of  1905.  He 
built  a  house  on  the  the  SE  comer  of  the  SE1/4  of  the  SE1/4  of  Section  8.  The  family  moved  into  the 
house  on  or  about  December  24,  1904.  It  is  interesting  that  he  built  his  house  a  year  before  the 
purchase  of  the  land,  based  upon  the  dates  in  the  affidavit. 

In  1907  or  1908  Leonidus  purchased  the  balance  of  W.  D.  Ward’s  land  holdings  in  SE1/4  of  the 
SE1/4  and  lock,  stock  and  barrel  of  his  farm.  In  191 1,  Leonidus  sold  this  farm  and  3 1  acres  of  the 
land  to  his  brother,  J.  T.  McEachem.  In  1913,  Leonidus  bought  back  this  farm  from  his  brother. 

He  also  tells  us  that  on  March  21,  1921,  he  had  sold  all  of  his  property  in  the  Old  Shongaloo  area 
and  moved  to  Springhill,  Louisiana.  The  affidavit  went  on  to  discuss  the  history  of  the  Pilgrims  Rest 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  and  its  ownership  of  the  acre  of  land.

I,  L.  L.  McEachem,  am  76  years  of  age  and  I  reside  in  Springhill,  La.,  but  I  formerlyresided  in  Old 
Shongaloo.  I  was  the  owner  of  all  of  SE1/4  of  SE1/4  of  Sec.  8,  Twp.  23  N.  R.  9  W.,  except  2  acres 
that  was  owned  by  the  school. 

During  the  month  of  December,  1905, 1  got  on  a  deal  with  W.  D.  Ward  and  purchased  the  S 1/2  of 
SW1/4  of  SW1/4,  and  6  acres  in  SE  comer  of  SE1/4  of  SE1/4  of  Sec.  8,  Twp.  23  N.,  and  built  my 
house  in  the  SE  cor.  of  said  R.  9  W.  SE1/4  of  SE1/4  of  Sec.  8,  and  my  family  and  I  moved  into  the 
house  on  or  about  the  24  th  day  of  December,  1904,  and  we  lived  there  until  March  21st,  1921,  when 
I  sold  out  and  moved  to  Springhill,  La.

The  pole  and  bmsh  arbor  served  as 
a  meeting  place  until  the  weather  got  too  cool  that  Fall,  and  they  had  no  church  services  until  the 
next  spring  when  the  members  of  the  congregation  built  the  first  church  on  the  present  site,  and  it 
was  used  until  within  the  last  six  or  seven  years,  when  the  old  church  was  tom  down  and  the  present 
stmcture  was  built. 

The  one  acre  that  is  now  owned  by  the  said  Church,  was  in  peaceable  possession  of  W.  D.  Ward 
from  1905  until  I  purchased  it,  along  with  other  land  from  said  Ward,  and  in  my  possession  until  I 
sold  it,  with  other  land,  to  J.  T.  McEachem  in  191 1  and  I  purchased  it  again  in  1913.

"The  "New"  Shongaloo  Post  Office  was  established  on  August  10,  1881.  Several  industries  had 
begun.  Besides  the  post  office,  New  Shongaloo  had  Harrison's  and  Copeland's  general  stores,  a 
cotton  gin,  a  saw  mill,  and  two  blacksmith  shops.  The  congregation  of  the  Pilgrim's  Rest  Church 
contemplated  moving  the  church  to  the  thriving  community.  Two  factions  existed:  members  who 
adhered  to  the  Missionary  Baptists'  doctrines  and  members  who  were  believers  in  the  Southern 
Baptists'  creed.  The  missionary  members  decided,  because  of  the  distance  involved,  to  build  a  new 
church  nearer  their  homes.  According  to  Pauline  Haynes  Camp,  who  is  a  granddaughter  of  Matt 
Haynes,  the  new  church  membership  included  these:  Roy  and  Maggie  McEachem,  Floyd  McEachem, 
Joe  and  Ann  McEachem,  George  and  Lula  Haynes,  Bud  and  Agnes  Haynes,  Samuel  Richard 
Johnson  Haynes,  John  Meeks  and  his  wife,  Tobe  McEachem  and  his  wife,  Alice  and  Bub 
McEachem,  Ruel  Haynes,  Gertrude  and  Lige  Pixley,  and  Sherrill  Lewis  and  his  wife.  On  July  10, 
1939,  L.  L.  and  Alice  (Haynes)  McEachem  gave  Pilgrim's  Rest  Missionary  Baptist  Church,  that  was 
associated  with  the  Arkansas  Baptist  State  Association  and  that  was  located  at  "Old"  Shongaloo,  a 
parcel  of  land  on  which  to  build  a  church.  Until  the  1960's,  the  church  retained  the  name  of  Pilgrim's 
Rest  Baptist  Church.  Under  the  pastor  Reverend  Doyle  Eakin,  the  membership  officially  changed  the 
church's  name:  Old  Shongaloo  Missionary  Baptist  Church."

David  Matthew  "Matt"  Haynes 

David  Haynes,  or  Matt  as  he  was  usually  called,  was  born  on  October  11,  1842  in  Troup  County, 
Georgia  to  Samuel  Haynes  and  Sarah  "Sallie"  Easley  Caroline  Dickson.  Samuel  was  the  “Overseer” 
of  a  plantation.  On  or  about  November  1,  1858,  David  with  the  rest  of  the  Haynes  family,  moved  to  a 
part  of  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana,  which  in  1871,  would  become  Webster  Parish.  On  July  31,  1860, 
during  the  1860  Census,  David  is  listed  as  being  17  years  old  and  he  attended  school  within  the  year. 

On  the  September  1,  1861,  a  few  days  before  his  nineteenth  birthday,  David  was  at  Camp  Brown,  in 
Union  City,  Tennessee,  to  join  the  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment.  His  enlistment 
papers  were  signed  by  Colonel  Thomas  M.  Scott.  Colonel  Scott  had  been  the  Captain  of  the 
Claiborne  Rangers,  when  they  marched  out  of  Monroe  to  join  the  War  in  the  Summer  of  1861.  He 
would  be  joining  many  other  men  from  Claiborne  Parish.  Following  in  this  section  is  additional 
information  relating  to  David’s  experience  as  a  Confederate  soldier. 

On  October  22,  1868,  David  signed  an  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  United  States.  Below  is  the  oath 
which  David  would  have  signed.  This  oath  was  in  a  proclamation  issued  by  President  Andrew 
Johnson  on  May  29,  1 865.  This  was  just  a  few  days  after  Confederate  General  Robert  E.  Lee 
surrendered  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia  to  General  U.  S.  Grant,  on  April  9,  1865.  Two  weeks 
after  Lee’s  surrendered,  Confederate  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston  surrendered  his  army  on  April  26, 
1865,  in  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  to  General  William  T.  Sherman,  thus  ending  the  five  year  long 
Civil  War. 

i,  .y vs'/s/sy/ss///".))  do  solemnly  swear,  (or  affirm,)  in  presence  of  Almighty  God,  that 
I  will  henceforth  faithfully  support,  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  union  of  the  States  thereunder;  and  that  I  will,  in  like  manner, 
abide  by  and  faithfully  support  all  laws  and  proclamations  which  have  been  made 
during  the  existing  rebellion  with  reference  to  the  emancipation  of  slaves.  So  help  me 
God. 

At  some  point  in  1868,  three  years  after  walking  home  from  Greensboro,  North  Caroline,  David 
married  Mary  Evelyn  Hodges,  the  daughter  of  James  Richard  and  Sarah  Jane  Thomas  Hodges. 

In  March  of  1869,  David  purchased  200  acres  from  David  Daniel  about  five  miles  East  of  his  father. 

In  January  of  1870,  David  purchased  an  additional  160  acres  from  John  Bohannon.  The  eastern 
property  line  would  share  the  western  property  line  of  Thomas  McEachem's  homestead.  In  the  1870 
Census  they  are  living  in  Ward  3  of  Claiborne  Parish.  His  parents  and  siblings  are  also  in  Ward  3. 

In  the  1880  Census  David  and  Mary  are  living  eight  residences  from  Thomas  McEachem  and  family. 
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This  no  doubt  had  something  to  do  with  the  marriage  of  their  daughter  Alice  to  Leonidus  as  was 
noted  in  Section  1.  As  Alice  Elizabeth  Haynes  was  bom  in  1881  and  marries  in  1899,  she  was  never 
in  a  census  record  with  her  parents.  The  loss  of  the  1890  Census  has  resulted  in  many  children  not 
being  recorded  with  their  parents;  more  so  with  females  that  with  males. 

Twenty  years  later,  in  the  1900  Census,  Mat  D.  Haynes  and  family  continues  to  live  in  Ward  1,  of 
Webster  Parish.  The  Enumerator  added  a  note  on  this  page  and  the  next  that  he  was  North  of  Homer 
and  Silkes  Ferry  Road.  They  have  been  married  for  33  years.  Mary  has  bom  thirteen  children,  eleven 
of  whom  are  still  living.  Five  of  the  youngest  are  still  living  at  home.  In  the  1910  Census,  the  Haynes' 
stated  that  they  had  been  married  for  42  years.  Mary  also  said  that  she  had  bom  thirteen  children,  of 
which  ten  were  still  living.  The  one  death  between  1900  and  1910  was  Michael  "Mike"  Hayes  who 
died  on  January  7,  1911. 

On  December  4,  1908,  David  Matthew  Haynes  filed  a  Soldier's  Application  for  Pension.  This  was  a 
request  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  for  a  hardship  pension  based  upon  his  service  in  the  12th  Louisiana 
Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment.  This  was  a  long  application,  amounting  to  34  questions.  Question  25 
asked:  "Are  you  engaged  in  any  business?  If  so,  what  do  you  earn?"  "Answer:  I  am  not,  I  work  all  I 
am  able  to  do  on  the  farming,  and  earn  only  a  Scant  living  for  my  self,  wife  &  one  daughter." 
Question  25:  "Have  you  any  estate  in  your  own  right,  real  or  persoal,  and  what  is  its  value?"  "Answer: 
Yes,  I  own  some  land  worth  about  $330.00  and  I  am  have  stock  worth  about  One  hundred  dollars." 
The  Board  of  Pension  Commissioners  in  Baton  Rouge  requested  information  from  the  Record  and 
Pension  Office  of  the  U.S.  War  Department.  The  War  Department  responded  on  December  15,  1908 
with  a  short  summary  of  David  H.  Haynes'  service  record.  However,  the  Louisiana  Board  of  Pension 
only  "Allowed"  his  pension  in  December  1911.  While  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  were  reviews  to  be 
made,  this  seems  to  be  a  long  delay. 

David  died  on  September  26,  1915  in  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana  and  was  buried  in  the  Haynes 
Family  Cemetery.  On  November  21,  1917,  David's  heirs  sold  their  interest  in  his  property  to  his  son, 
Ruel  and  son-in-law  Will  White  for  $1,100.  The  deed  of  sale  will  be  seen  later  in  this  section. 

After  David's  death,  Mary  E.  Haynes  filed  a  Widow's  Application  For  Pension,  on  November  27, 
1915.  Her  application  was  "Allowed"  on  December  16,  1915.  Mary  received  $90.00  per  quarter  for 
her  Widow's  Pension  for  one  month  short  of  ten  years.  One  method  of  calculation  the  value  of  this 
$30  per  month  pension,  would  result  in  the  purchasing  power  of  $680  today. 

Samuel  and  Sarah  Haynes 

The  first  documented  reference  which  I  have  found  for  Samuel  and  Sarah  is  their  marriage  record. 
They  were  married  on  May  3,  1 840  in  Troup  County,  Georgia.  They  remained  in  Troup  C  ount  y  unt  il 
moving  to  Louisiana.  As  was  noted  above,  on  or  about  November  1,  1858,  Samuel  Haynes  moved 
his  family  from  Troup  County,  Georgia  to  a  part  of  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana,  which  in  1 87 1  would 
became  Webster  Parish.  In  the  1860  Census,  Samuel  was  living  in  the  3rd  Ward  of  Claiborne  Parish, 
with  an  address  ofWiseville  P.  O.  He  stated  that  the  value  of  his  Real  Estate  was  $2,000  and 
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Personal  Property  of  $4,000.  In  the  Summer  of  1860,  Samuel  acquired  two  40  acre  parcels  of  land. 
The  first,  dated  June  1,  1860,  was  a  purchase  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  paying  $1.25  per 
acre  under  the  Public  Land  Act  of  1820.  The  second,  dated  August  3,  1860,  was  also  granted  by  the 
U.S.  General  Land  Office  [today’s  Bureau  of  Land  Management],  but  in  this  case  Samuel  used  a 
Military  Bounty  Warrant.  This  warrant  was  “issued  in  favor  of  Private  Wayne  Able  in  Captain 
Quatbaums  Company,  South  Carolina  Volunteers  Florida  War”.  It  was  issued  for  his  service  in  "The 
Second  Seminole  War",  also  called  the  Florida  War,  which  was  fought  between  1835  and  1842.  At 
some  point  in  time,  Samuel  had  purchased  the  1850  Military  Bounty  Land  Warrant,  issued  to  a 
Private  Wayne  Able.  This  Warrant  allowed  him  to  claim  40  acres  of  Public  Land.  With  the  Warrant, 
Samuel  needed  only  to  identify  the  40  acres  of  vacant  land  and  then  file  with  the  regional  United 
States  General  Land  Office.  A  Certificate  of  Ownership  would  then  be  issued.  A  copy  of  the 
Certificate  and  a  location  map  for  the  land  he  claimed,  are  in  this  Section.  At  this  point  in  time,  there 
is  no  way  to  know  how  much  Samuel  paid  Private  Able,  or  who  ever  was  then  holding  the  Warrant. 
One  would  think  it  was  less  than  $1.25  per  area,  which  the  Public  Land  Act  of  1820  required. 

On  October  22,  1868,  Samuel  Haynes  signed  the  same  as  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  United  States  as 
had  his  son  David. 

Samuel  Haynes  died  on  August  28,  1875  in  Webster  Parish.  He  was  buried  in  the  Haynes  Family 
Cemetery,  located  a  mile  or  so  west  of  Old  Shongaloo,  Webster  Parish.  Caroline  lived  for  another  26 
years,  passing  away  on  January  15,  1901.  She  and  Samuel  were  married  on  May  3,  1840  in  Troup 
County,  Georgia.  Based  upon  this  date  and  the  date  of  birth  on  her  headstone  of  September  23,  1823, 
Caroline  would  have  been  16  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  marriage.  In  thel880  Census,  Caroline  is 
living  in  Ward  1  of  Webster  Parish  and  is  listed  as  the  head  of  household.  Living  with  her  are: 
daughters  Virgina  and  Ella,  with  son  Samuel,  Jr.  Six  houses  away  was  Thomas  H.  McEachem  and 
family.  In  the  1900  Census,  Caroline  was  living  with  her  son  John  O.  Haynes.  The  location  was 
described  as:  Ward  1,  North  of  Homer  &  Sikes  Ferry  Road.,  Webster  Parish.  There  are  Haynes', 
McEachem's  and  Ward's  on  the  several  pages  on  either  side  of  John  O.  Haynes. 

A  few  notes  about  the  parents  of  Samuel: 

I  have  not  been  able  to  determine  Samuel’s  parents.  There  are  several  alternatives  to  be  found  on  the 
web,  but  none  which  provides  the  evidence  needed  to  establish  the  parents. 

J.  O.  Haynes  has  produced  an  outline  genealogy  report,  which  has  Curtis  Haynes  and  Jan  Norwood 
as  Samuel’s  parents.  While  this  report  appears  to  have  a  very  complete  decedents  list,  there  are  no 
source  references  in  the  report.  That  said,  his  mother  Sarah  Caroline  Dickson  Haynes  was  living  with 
Joseph  O.  Haynes  during  the  1900  Census.  Based  upon  the  marriages  of  the  last  three  children,  it 
appears  that  she  may  have  lived  with  his  family  for  nine  or  ten  years.  It  would  not  be  unusual  if 
Caroline  discussed  with  Joseph  his  father's  family.  I  have  therefore  included  Curtis  and  Jane  as  the 
grandparents  of  Joseph  and  thereby  Leonidus  Love  McEachem.  One  researcher  suggests  that  the 
parents  are  John  Haynes  and  Nancy  Shields.  This  leads  to  a  Samuel  Haynes,  bom  about  1806,  who 
married  Miss  Dean.  The  marriage  of  our  Samuel  Haynes  to  Sarah  Caroline  Dickson  is  well 
documented,  therefore  without  question,  John  Haynes  and  Nancy  Shields  can  not  have  been  his 
parents.

"Comrades:  In  terminating  our 
official  relations  I  most  earnestly  exhort 
you  to  observe  faithfully  the  terms  of 
pacification  agreed  upon,  and  to  discharge 
the  obligations  of  good  and  peaceful 
citizens  at  your  homes  as  well  as  you  have 
performed  the  duties  of  through  [sic.] 
soldiers  in  the  field.  By  such  a  course  you 
will  best  secure  the  comfort  of  your 
families  and  kindred  and  restore 
tranquillity  to  your  country.  Y ou  will 
return  to  your  homes  with  the  admiration 
of  our  people,  won  by  the  courage  and 
noble  devotion  you  have  displayed  in  this 
long  war.  I  shall  always  remember  with 
pride  the  loyal  support  and  generous 
confidence  you  have  given  me.  I  now  part 
with  you  with  deep  regret,  and  bid  you 
farewell  with  feelings  of  cordial  friendship 
and  with  earnest  wishes  that  you  may  have 
hereafter  all  the  prosperity  and  happiness 
to  be  found  in  the  world.

On  the  4  th  of  December  1908,  David  Matthew  Haynes  filed  for  a  Pension  from  the  State  of 
Louisiana  for  his  service  in  the  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment.  This  application  was 
Allowed  [Approved]  in  December  1911.  The  application  has  been  transcribed  to  improve  readability. 

SOLDIER’S  APPLICATION  FOR  PENSION 

I,  D  M  Haynes,  a  native  of  Georgia  and  now  a  citizen  of  Louisiana,  resident  at  near 
Shongaloo  in  the  Parish  of  Webster  in  said  State  of  Louisiana  and  who  was  a  soldier,  (sailor  or 
marine  as  the  case  may  be)  from  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  the  Confederate  States  army  (or  navy  as 
the  case  may  be)  in  the  war  between  the  United  States  and  the  Confederate  States,  do  hereby  apply 
for  aid  under  Act  1 25  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  of  1 896;  and  I  do  solemnly 
swear  that  I  served  the  Confederate  States  honorably  from  the  date  of  my  enlistment  until  the  close  of 
the  civil  war,  (or  until  discharged  or  paroled  as  the  case  may  be)  as  shown  by  my  answers  below,  and 
that  I  remained  true  to  the  Confederate  cause  until  the  surrender  and  that  I  am  now  in  indigent 
circumstances,  and  unable  to  earn  a  livelihood  by  my  own  labor  or  skill,  and  that  I  am  not  salaried  or 
otherwise  provided  for  by  the  State  of  Louisiana  or  by  any  other  State  or  government,  and  am 
entitled  to  receive  the  benefits  of  said  Act  No.  125  of  1 890,  as  further  shown  by  my  answers  to  the 
questions  below,  which  I  swear  to  be  true  and  correct.

By  December  the  8th,  The  Board  of  Pension  Commissioners  in  Baton  Rouge  were  requesting 
information  from  the  Record  and  Pension  Office  of  the  U.  S.  War  Department.  The  War  Department 
responded  on  December  15,  1908  with  a  short  summary  of  David  H.  Haynes'  service  record. 
However  the  Louisiana  Board  of  Pension  only  "Allowed"  his  pension  in  December  1911. 
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After  David's  death  in  September,  1915,  Mary  E.  Haynes  filed  a  Widow's  Application  For  Pension, 
on  November  27,1915.  Her  application  was  "Allowed"  on  December  16,  1915.  Mary  received  $90. 
per  quarter  for  her  Widow's  Pension  for  one  month  short  of  ten  years.  One  method  of  calculating  th 
value  of  this  $30  per  month  pension,  would  result  in  the  purchasing  power  of  $680  today.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Samuel  Haynes  on  August  3,  1860,  used  a  Military  Bounty  Land  Warrant 
to  obtain  this  land.  The  Warrant  was  issued  to  Private  Wayne  Able  for  his  service  as  a  volunteer 
during  the  Florida  War  or  the  Third  Seminole  War,  as  it  is  also  called.  This  Indian  war  lasted  from 
1855  to  1858.  On  September  28,  1850,  Congress  had  approved  the  following:  "An  Act  granting 
Bounty  Land  to  Certain  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  Military  Service  of  the 
United  States". 

Samuel  may  have  purchased  this  Military  Bounty  Land  Warrant  from  Private  Able,  or  if  not  from 
another  party.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  a  limit  on  how  many  times  a  Warrant  could  be  endorsed  to 
another  party.  One  would  assume  that  the  purchase  price  was  less  than  the  $1.25  per  acre  that  was  in 
effect  as  a  result  of  the  Land  Act  of  1820. 

This  39.9  acres  of  land  [SE1/4  SW1/4,  Section  13,  Township  23-N,  Range  10-W]  is  about  one  mile 
from  that  of  Thomas  H.  McEachem  and  that  which  Leonidas  Love  McEachem  would  receive  in 
1903.  The  following  page  contains  a  map  showing  the  lands  for  the  various  grants  given  to  Samuel 
Haynes,  Michael  Haynes,  a  brother  of  Samuel's,  Thomas  H.  McEachem,  Leonidus  Love  McEachem 
and  Elisha  McEachem,  a  brother  of  Thomas'. 

Samuel  also  received  a  Land  Grant  for  39.94  acres,  on  June  1,  1860,  under  the  Land  Act  of  1820. 
This  land  [SW1/4  SW1/4,  Section  18,  Township  23-N,  Range  10-W]  is  between  Springhill  and 
Cullen.  This  Grant  would  have  cost  $50.00.  The  value  or  worth  of  40  acres  of  land  today  vs  its  value 
in  1860  is  not  easy  to  determine.  One  system  of  evaluation  would  place  the  value  of  the  $50.00,  at 
$1,335  based  upon  the  Consumer  Price  Index  or  $8,  550  if  using  the  unskilled  wage  as  an  index.  In 
either  case,  while  the  cost  for  1862  Homestead  Act  land  was  much  cheaper,  one  would  not  consider 
the  $1.25  per  acre  as  being  overly  burdensome.

James  Richard  Hodges  and  Sarah  "Sallie"  Jane  Thomas 

The  first  record  found  for  the  Hodges  family  is  in  the  1850  Census.  J.  R.  and  Jane  Hodges  are  living 
in  the  Town  of  Camden,  Ouachita  County,  Arkansas.  He  is  27  years  of  age  and  working  in  the 
grocery  business,  while  Jane  is  17  years  old.  One  child  is  listed,  Mary,  and  she  is  less  than  one  year 
old.  The  value  of  their  real  estate  is  listed  as  $1,000. 

At  the  time  of  the  1 860  Census,  their  surname  is  given  as  Hodge  and  they  continue  to  live  in 
Camden.  J.  R.'s  occupation  is  a  butcher.  The  family  is  composed  of  Sallie,  age  25,  Mary  9,  Joseph  C. 

7  and  Susan  10.  These  all  appear  to  be  children  of  J.  R.  and  Sallie.  The  number  and  ages  of  the 
children  are  inconsistent  with  the  1850  Census.  It  also  indicates  that  Sallie  was  15  years  old  when 
Susan  was  bom.  Living  with  J.  R.  and  Sallie  are  Amando  Thomas,  age  22,  bom  in  Mississippi  and 
Mary  Thomas,  age  24,  bom  in  Alabama.  From  the  state  of  birth  for  Amando,  it  appears  that  the 
Thomas  family  was  living  in  Alabama  and  moved  into  Mississippi  between  1836  and  1838. 

Sarah  died  in  1 877,  and  by  the  time  of  the  1880  Census,  Richard  is  living  in  the  household  of  his 
daughter  Mary  and  son-in-  law,  David  Matt  Hayne,s  in  Shongaloo,  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana.  On 
that  same  census  page  are  Thomas  and  Theodosia  McEachem,  Caroline  Haynes  and  John  Haynes. 
Richard  will  pass  away  nineteen  years  later.  Richard  Hodges  was  not  found  in  a  search  of  the  General 
Land  Office  [now  BLM]  data  base  for  Louisiana  or  Arkansas  Unfortunately  the  parents  of  J.  Richard 
Hodges  have  not  yet  been  identified.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  a  member  of  the  McEachem  Clan  to 
do  some  research. 

Care  needs  to  be  taken  when  researching  the  surname  "Hodges"  in  Webster  and  Claiborne,  Parishes 
as  there  is  a  large  Hodges  family  group  in  Webster  Parish,  primarily  in  the  Cotton  Valley  area.  I  have 
not  yet  found  any  connection  with  this  family  group. 

David  Dickson  [Dixon]  Family 

In  the  1 700’s  and  into  the  early  part  of  the  1 800's,  the  surname  of  Dickson  and  Dixon  were  used 
interchangeably.  This  does  not  assist  the  new  researcher  of  this  family,  but  the  researcher  does  need 
to  be  aware  of  this  fact.  There  is  a  wealth  of  information  available  about  the  Dickson  family.  The 
genealogy  of  this  family  has  been  extensively  researched  and  documented  by  Harriet  Dickson 
Reynolds.  She  has  published  at  least  three  books  on  the  subject,  which  are  source  references  for  some 
of  the  early  Dickson  Family  data  included  in  this  book.

David  Dickson 

David  Dickson/Dixon  was  bom  on  July  23,  1750,  old  style.  He  was  the  first  generation  of  his  line  of 
Dickson's  to  be  bom  in  English  North  America.  He  was  a  Captain  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  a 
Brigadier  General  during  the  War  of  1812.  While  he  saw  active  service  during  the  Revolutionary 
War,  it  is  doubtful  that  he  saw  service  against  English  regulators.  Shannon  McEachem  Smith  and  I 
spent  a  very  plesant  afternoon  in  the  Georgia  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  reviewing  the 
many  hand  written  letters  by  Brigadier  General  David  Dickson,  Shannon's  Fifth  Great-Grandfather. 
Most  of  these  letters  dealt  with  the  relationships  with  the  various  Indian  tribes.  In  most  of  these 
letters  General  Dickson  was  trying  to  stop  the  encroachment  of  white  settlers  onto  the  Indian  lands. 

In  the  Brigadier  General  David  Dickson's  file  was  a  copy  of  the  following  letter:

This  67  year  old  letter  is  helpful  in  defining  many  of  the  activities  and  the  contributions  made,  by  our 
David  Dickson. 
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Michael  Dickson  [Dixon]  and  Martha  Cureton  Aubrey  [Awbrey] 

Michael  was  bom  in  Greene  County,  Georgia  on  December  9,  1788.  He  was  the  first  child  bom  of 
David  Dickson's  second  wife,  Martha  Cureton  Aubrey.  Michael  was  a  Captain  in  the  268th  Militia  in 
1810.  In  1814,  during  the  War  of  1812,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  as  a  Private  and  was  discharged 
on  May  4,  1815.  In  1850,  Michael  filed  for  a  pension  for  his  service  during  the  War  of  1812.  There 
are  records  supporting  Michael  being  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Carroll  County,  Georgia  in  the  1 850’s. 
Michael  died  April  2,  1856,  in  Pine  Level,  Montgomery  County,  Alabama. 

Sarah  "Sallie  Easley"  Caroline  Dickson,  who  married  Samuel  Haynes,  was  the  fifth  child  bom  to 
Michel  Dickson  [Dixon]  and  Rebecca  Aubrey.  Rebecca  was  the  daughter  of  Philip  and  Elizabeth 
Aubrey.  Philip  Aubrey  was  a  soldier  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  serving  under  Colonel  Brandon. 

Thomas,  Norwood,  Philp  Aubrey/ Awbrey,  Chandler,  William  Cureton,  Campbell 

I  have  preformed  very  little  to  no  research  on  four  of  the  above  families.  Two  of  them,  Philip  Aubrey 
and  William  Cureton,  were  found  in  the  Patriot  listing  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 
There  is  a  direct  line  from  them  to  Shannon's  Grandfather,  Leonidus  Love  McEachem.  This  allowed 
her  to  submit  D  AR  Supplement  Applications  to  be  filed,  with  and  subsequently  approved  by  D  AR. 
The  following  are  known  Revolutionary  War  Patriots  who  are  ancestors  of  Leonidous  Love 
McEachem.

Section  1  Thomas  H.  McEachem  and  Theodoshia  Ann  Ward 


Thomas  H.  McEachem  was  bom  on  August  8,  1843,  in  Holmes  County,  Mississippi.  He  was  the  first 
of  eleven  children  of  James  W.  and  Margaret  Steen  McEachem.  On  the  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana, 
Voter  Registration  List  for  1898,  he  stated  that  he  was  54  years  of  age  and  had  been  bom  in 
Mississippi  in  1843.  He  also  stated  that  he  had  lived  in  Louisiana  for  42  years.  This  would  place  the 
move  of  his  parents  from  Mississippi  to  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana,  to  sometime  in  1856.  Recall  that 
Webster  Parish  was  formed  from  Claiborne  Parish  in  1871. 

A  few  years  later,  in  January  of  1861,  the  state  of  Louisiana  succeeded  from  the  United  States  of 
America  and  joined  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  In  June  of  that  year,  Thomas  H.  McEachem, 
at  the  age  of  eighteen,  enlisted  in  the  Claiborne  Rangers,  a  Louisiana  State  unit.  This  infantry 
company  drew  its  soldiers  from  today’s  Claiborne,  Webster  Parishes  and  the  surrounding  parishes. 
The  Claiborne  Rangers  left  Homer  in  July  of  1 861  to  report  to  a  training  camp  in  southeastern 
Louisiana.  When  the  company  arrived  in  camp,  it  was  incorporated  into  the  12th  Louisiana 
Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment,  first  as  Company  B  and  then  as  Company  L.  It  was  accepted  into  the 
Confederate  Army  in  August,  1861.  Thomas  H.  McEachem  enlistment  into  the  “Provisional  Army  of 
the  Confederate  States”  is  dated  August  13,  1861.  Thomas  had  turned  nineteen  five  days  earlier. 
Thomas  was  a  Private  and  then,  on  March  1,  1864,  was  appointed  as  a  Drummer.  This  regiment  saw 
major  combat  action  during  the  following  campaigns:  Island  No.  10,  Vicksburg,  Atlanta,  Hood’s 
Invasion  of  Tennessee,  and  last  combat  action  against  General  Sherman  in  North  Carolina.  Thomas, 
together  with  John  and  Matt  Haynes  were  paroled  at  Greensboro,  North  Carolina  on  April  26,  1865. 
As  I  have  published  a  history  of  this  regiment  entitled,  The  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry 
Regiment,  July  1,  1861  to  April  26,  1865, 1  will  not  go  into  more  detail  of  the  many  combat  actions  in 
which  this  regiment  fought. 

As  was  noted  in  Chapter  1,  Section  2,  David  Matt  Haynes,  another  of  Shannon  McEachem  Smith’s 
Great-Grandfathers,  also  enlisted  in  the  12th  Louisiana.  David  was  the  father  of  Leonidus 
McEachem’s  wife,  Alice  Elizabeth  Haynes.  Thomas’  brother,  John  W.  McEachem  enlisted  as  a 
Private  in  12th  Louisiana,  at  the  age  of  18,  on  March  1,  1863.  Within  six  months  he,  together  with 
about  a  quarter  of  the  12th  Louisiana,  were  captured  and  paroled,  when  Vicksburg  surrendered  on 
July  4,  1863.  John  answered  a  call  for  paroled  soldiers  to  be  exchanged  for  a  Union  solider,  and 
rejoined  Thomas  and  the  Civil  War. 

After  being  Paroled  at  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  how  long  it  took  Thomas  McEachem,  John 
McEachem  and  David  Haynes  to  travel  from  Greensboro,  North  Carolina  to  Claiborne  Parish  is  not 
known.  We  do  know  that  he  was  back  in  Webster  Parish  on  November  12,  1865,  when  he  married 
Theodoshia  Ward  in  Claiborne  [now  Webster]  Parish,  Louisiana. 

Thomas  held  several  positions  as  well  as  several  occupations  over  the  years  of  his  life.  By  August  of 
1 870,  the  U.S.  census  shows  that  he  and  Theodoshia  are  living  in  Claiborne  Parish  [now  Webster] 
and  Thomas  was  working  on  a  farm.  Thomas  was  appointed  as  Post  Master  at  Shongaloo,  Webster 
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Parish,  on  April  18,  1878  and  remained  so  until  July  14,  1881.  We  do  not  know  where  the  post  office 
was  located.  It  may  well  have  been,  and  probably  was,  located  in  one  of  the  businesses  in  Old 
Shongaloo,  such  as  the  general  store. 

By  the  1880  Census,  Thomas’  occupation  is  listed  as  "Supndt.  Steam  Gin  &  Grist  Mills".  In  the  1900 
Census,  his  occupation  is  now  a  “Forman”.  I  do  not  know  for  whom  he  was  working.  Based  upon 
the  description  of  his  occupation,  he  was  operating  a  cotton  gin  and  a  com  mill. 

While  Thomas  was  working  in  industry,  he  was  also  tending  to  his  farm.  On  November  8,  1900, 
Thomas  began  the  process  of  obtaining  a  Homestead  of  160  acres  by  executing  a  Homestead 
Application.  It  would  perhaps  be  more  correct  to  say  he  began  the  process  when  he  built  a  house  on 
the  land  in  January  of  1894.  As  with  Leonidus’  Homestead,  Thomas  had  to  answer  the  fourteen 
questions  on  the  “Homestead  Proof  -  Testimony  of  Claimant”.  He  would  also  have  to  have  two  or 
three  “Witness”  to  also  complete  the  same  fourteen  questions  forms.  Additional  data  relating  to  the 
Homestead  can  be  found  in  later  pages.  On  June  3,  1903,  he  received  a  Homestead  grant,  in  the  name 
of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  for  159.96  acres.  This  homestead  was  all  in  Section  24,  southwest 
and  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  one  comer  of  Leonidus’  homestead.  Did  he,  like  Leonidus,  only 
move  onto  the  property  three  or  four  years  earlier,  or  had  he  been  living  on  this  property  since 
marrying  Theodoshia  Ann  Ward  in  1865?  I  think  there  is  a  high  probability  that  this  was  the  case. 
Perhaps  the  word  was  out  that  the  Homestead  Act  of  1 862  was  to  be  soon  terminated  for  lands  in 
Louisiana,  and  the  states  east  of  the  Mississippi.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Thomas  was  granted 
ownership  in  1903,  yet:  On  January  16,  1902,  Thomas  McEachem  signed  a  "Timber  Lease"  to  the 
Bodcaw  Lumber  Company.  This  lease  sold  the  pine  timber  on  130  acres  of  his  soon  to  be  160  acre 
homestead.  The  lease  sold  the  pine,  which  had  a  12  inch  butt,  for  $300.  This  is  one  of  at  least  three 
timber  leases  made  by  the  McEachem's,  in  January  of  1902.  In  the  timber  lease  made  by  Floyd  L. 
McEachem  to  Bodcaw  Lumber  Company  is  the  following:  "Sworn  to  and  subscribed  before  me  T.  H. 
McEachem,  J.P.  on  this  18th  day  of  Jan.  1902."  I  have  not  been  able  to  determine  when  he  was 
elected,  but  it  is  clear  that  he  was,  in  fact,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Webster  Parish.  We  do  know  that 
Thomas  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Webster  Parish  in  March  of  1915,  as  he  witnessed  a  land 
transaction  between  M.  D.  Hayes 
and  Spaulding  Manufacturing 
Company.  One  of  the  other  duties  of 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  is  to  perform 
marriages.  It  appears  that  Thomas 
was  requested  to  perform  this  very 
pleasant  duty.  As  an  example  in  the 
ten  month  period  between 
December  1 899  and  October  of 
1900,  Thomas  joined  four  couples. 

From  the  above,  it  is  clear  that  he 
served  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a 
number  of  years. 

In  the  1900  Census,  Theodoshia 
stated  that  she  had  bom  eleven 
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children,  ten  of  whom  were  still  living.  Ruth  McEachem,  the  ninth  child  of  Thomas  and  Theodoshia, 
was  bom  on  March  10,  1887  and  died  on  November  30,  1887.  Ruth  is  buried  in  the  Old  Shongaloo 
Cemetery  beside  Theodoshia.. 

On  December  4,  1908,  Thomas  filed  a  Soldier's  Application  for  Pension.  As  was  noted  in  Chapter  1, 
Section2,  David  M.  Haynes  was  also  filing  his  application.  In  fact,  they  witnessed  the  signing  of  each 
others  application  and  referenced  each  other  as  a  brother-in-arms.  Their  answers  to  Questions  25  and 
26  were  similar.  Question  25  asked:  "Are  you  engaged  in  any  business?  If  so,  what  do  you  earn?" 
"Answer:  Yes  I  am  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  my  ward,  and  do  what  work  I  can  on  this  farm  I  only 
make  a  Scant  livin  by  the  help  of  3  children."  Question  26:  "Have  you  any  estate  in  your  own  right, 
real  or  personal,  and  what  is  its  value?"  "Answer:  Yes,  130  acres  of  poor  hill  land,  worth  about  two 
dollars  per  acre  and  some  live  stock  worth  about  one  hundred  Dollars."  By  December  14,  1908,  the 
U.S.  War  Department  had  confirmed  the  service  record  of  Thomas  H.  McEachem.  After  Thomas' 
death,  Theodoshia  filed  for  a  Widow's  Pension. 

In  the  1910  Census,  Thomas  is  employed  as  the  Enumerator  for  Enumeration  District  Number  113. 
This  was  for  the  area  around  Shongaloo.  In  this  census  he  reported  his  age  as  64,  his  occupation  as 
Farmer  and  that  he  and  Alice  have  been  married  for  40  years.  As  an  aside,  his  hand  writing  left 
something  to  be  desired  and  some  of  his  spelling  is  very  creative! 

When  Thomas  H.  McEachem  died  on  February  19,  1919,  at  the  age  of  75,  Webster  Parish  lost  a 
valued  and  respected  member  of  the  community. 

In  early  1923,  four  years  after  the  death  of  Thomas,  Theodoshia  at  the  age  of  76,  moved  to  Springhill 
and  had  a  house  built  on  property  that  was  purchased  fromLeonidus  and  Davis  Dean.  She  apparently 
lived  there  until  her  death.  Theodoshia  died  at  the  age  of  80  and  was  buried  in  the  Old  Shongaloo 
Cemetery  beside  Thomas.

The  12  th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment,  July  1,  1861  to  April  26,  1865 : 
“Among  those  captured  in  Vicksburg  was  Thomas’  brother,  John  W.  McEachem.  John  turned  18  on 
November  19,  1862;  4  months  later  or  so,  on  March  1,  1863,  he  enlisted  in  the  12th  Louisiana  at 
Homer,  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana.  The  May  and  June  Company  Rolls  listed  him  as  “Absent”  “Left 
on  the  battlefield  16  May  1863.  Now  at  Vicksburg.”  [This  is  a  reference  to  the  Battle  of  Compton 
Hill,  May  16,  1863.]  The  July  and  August  of  1863  Rolls  listed  him  as  “Absent”  “Captured  at 
Vicksburg  4  July  1863.”  Thus  he  was  in  Vicksburg  in  time  to  be  swept-up  into  the  POW  camp.  From 
Appendix  H,  it  can  be  seen  that  John  was  paroled  and  allowed  to  return  home  pending  his  exchange 
for  a  Union  POW.  The  July  and  August  of  1 864  Rolls  listed  him  as  “Absent”  “Captured  and  paroled 
at  Vicksburg  4  July  1863,  and  is  now  at  home  near  Haynesville,  La.”  At  some  point  after  August  of 
1 864  upon  exchange  for  a  Union  prisoner,  he  returned  to  the  regiment,  one  of  the  few  to  do  so.”  John 
W.  McEachem  went  on  to  participate  in  the  Atlanta  Campaign  and  together  with  his  brother,  to  be 
paroled  at  Greensboro,  N.C.  at  the  Civil  War’s  end.

The  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment 
July  1,  1861  to  April  26,  1865 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  my  book,  The  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment,  July  1 , 
1861  to  April  26,  1865 ,  published  in  2014.  This  history  of  the  12th  Louisiana  is  an  out  growth  of  this 
The  Robert  McEachem  Family  history  book.  As  I  began  to  research  the  12th  Louisiana’s  actions  in 
the  Civil  War,  I  realized  that  a  short  page  or  two  in  the  family  history  book  would  not  do  it  justice.  I 
set  aside  the  family  history  book  to  write  about  the  12th  Louisiana.  In  so  doing  I  found  that  on  the 
Morgan  side  of  Shannon  s  family,  there  was  a  soldier  in  the  3 1st  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry 
Regiment  which  seemed  to  demand  its’  story  also  be  told.  Thus,  the  excerpts  from  the  book  about 
the  31st  Louisiana,  will  be  included  in  the  forth  coming,  The  John  Daniel  Morgan  Family  of  Bossier 
Parish,  Louisiana. 

Thomas  H.  McEachem  Enlists  in  the  Claiborne  Rangers 

[This  page  and  the  following  page  are  quotes  from  Pages  2  and  3  of  The  12th 
Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment,  July  1,  1861  to  April  26,  1865:] 

""The  Claiborne  Rangers  Become  a  Part  of  the  Confederate  Army 

Responding  to  the  various  calls  for  volunteers  by  the  governor,  community  leaders  in  Claiborne 
Parish  began  recruiting  soldiers  for  a  company  of  infantry  to  be  called  the  Claiborne  Rangers. 

Shannon  McEachem  Smith’s  great-grandfather,  Thomas  H.  McEachem,  enlisted  in  the  Claiborne 
Rangers,  commanded  by  Captain  Thomas  Scott,  early  in  the  summer  of  1 86 1 .  On  July  1 ,  1 86 1 ,  the 
Claiborne  Rangers  left  Homer,  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana  for  Camp  Moore,  Louisiana.  Perhaps  the 
Claiborne  Rangers  battle  flag  was  being  carried  at  the  front  of  the  marching  column  proclaiming  to 
all:  “Claiborne  Rangers”  on  one  side  and  “Our  Rights”  on  the  other. 

This  trip  was  by  foot  or  wagon  to  Monroe,  where  they  boarded  a  train  for  the  west  bank  of  the 
Mississippi.  On  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi  River,  they  detrained  and  crossed  the  river  by  ferry 
to  Vicksburg.  There  they  boarded  a  Southern  Railroad  train  for  Jackson,  where  they  changed  trains  to 
the  New  Orleans,  Jackson  and  Great  Northern  Railroad  for  Camp  Moore,  Louisiana. 

While  at  Camp  Moore,  the  Claiborne  Rangers  was  assigned  to  the  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry 
Regiment.  As  was  the  custom  at  the  time,  company  and  regimental  officers  were  elected  to  their 
positions  by  the  enlisted  men.  During  these  elections,  Captain  Scott  was  elected  to  be  the  Regimental 
Colonel,  Wade  H.  Hough,  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  John  C.  Knott,  Major.  Isaac  Leonard  was  elected 
Captain  of  Company  B  “Claiborne  Rangers”,  which  was  later  renamed  Company  L. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  service  record,  admittedly  a  limited  record,  but  a  record  never  the  less,  of 
Thomas’  war  time  service.  This  record  comes  from  the  U.S.  National  Archive,  Publication  M320, 
entitled  Combined  Service  Records  of  Confederate  Soldiers.  This  publication  is  a  collection  of 
“cards”  which  recorded  on  a  new  card,  for  each  individual  soldier,  every  time  they  are  found  in  any  of 
the  remaining  Confederate  records,  such  as  muster,  payroll.  Union  POW  reports,  etc.  I  his  was  a  large 
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project  which  was  undertaken  in  the  1920s.  Unfortunately  many  Confederate  records  were  lost  or 
more  often  destroyed  by  the  Confederate  government  and  army  at  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  For 
Thomas  H.  McEachem,  there  are  a  total  of  eleven  cards,  plus  a  header  card.  Appendix  A  provides  a 
copy  of  Thomas  H.  McEachem’s  Enlistment  “Card”. 

Thomas  was  18  years  of  age  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Claiborne  Rangers.  He  turned  19,  five  days 
before  being  enrolled  in  Company  B,  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment.  His  enlistment  in 
the  Claiborne  Rangers  was  as  a  soldier  in  the  Louisiana  armed  forces,  not  in  the  army  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America.  Thomas’  enlistment  date  in  the  Confederate  Army  is  August  13, 
1861,  the  same  date  as  the  12th  Louisiana  was  taken  into  the  “Provisional  Army  of  the  Confederate 
States”.  A  footnote  at  the  bottom  of  his  first  card  reads: 

“This  Company  was  successively  designated  as  Captain  Isaac  L.  Lennard’s  Company.  (1st) 
Company  B  and  Company  L,  12th  Regiment  Louisiana  Infantry  Regiment.” 

He  was  enrolled  at  Camp  Moore,  Louisiana  by,  R.  Agar,  1st  Lt.  Louisiana  Artillery.  While  he  is  the 
only  family  member  so  far  identified  as  being  in  this  first  contingent  of  the  12th  Louisiana  Regiment, 
he  would  later  be  joined  by  his  younger  brother,  John  W.  McEachem  and  his  future  son-in-law, 

David  Mat  Haynes. 

The  first  mention  of  the  12th  Louisiana  Infantry  Regiment  in  The  War  of  the  Rebellion:  A 
compilation  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies  is  on  August  8,  1861 . 

“Richmond,  August  8,  1861 

Governor  T.  O.  Moore, 

New  Orleans,  La.: 

Will  you  order  the  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  regiments  to  General  L.  Poke?  [sic.  Polk] 

L.  P.  Walker” 

L.  P.  Walker  was  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  Confederacy.  This  communication  is 
interesting  in  that  the  12th  Louisiana  was  still  under  Louisiana  state  control,  as  it  would  not 
be  mustered  into  the  “Provisional  Army  of  the  Confederate  States”  service  for  five  more  days. 
Yet,  Richmond  was  already  calling  for  its  service.  Five  days  after  this  message,  on  August  13, 
the  12th  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment  was  mustered  into  the  “Provisional  Army  of 
the  Confederate  States”  service.""

Assembly  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  of  1896;  and  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  served  the  Confederate

March  7,  1923  D.  A.  Dean,  sold  to  his  Mother-in-Law,  Theodoshia  McEachem,  for  $50  a  lot  in 
Springhill  defined  as:

Ruth,  the  ninth  child  in 
birth  order  bom  of  Thomas  and  Theodoshia,  died  in  November  1887  at  the  age  of  eight  months.

Section  2  Elisha  "Lish"  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Meeks  Ward,  Jr. 

On  a  memorial  to  Elisha  Ward,  Sr.  and  Jane  Washington  Neeland,  an  inscription  states  that  the  Ward 
family  came  into  Union  Parish,  Louisiana  in  1837.  Elisha  Ward,  Sr.  passed  away  soon  thereafter  on 
August  8,  1838.  Jane  W.  [Washington]  Ward  is  the  head  of  household  in  the  1840  Census  for  Union 
Parish.  Her  household  consisted  of: 

One  Male  Age  Range  15  through  19  [bom  between  1821-1825]  Elisha  bom  1823 
One  Female  Age  Range  10  through  14  [bom  between  1826-1830]  Unidentified 
One  Female  Age  Range  50  through  59  [bom  between  1781-1790]  Jane  bom  1784 
I  have  not  been  able  to  identify  the  young  girl.  The  age  range  of  10  through  14  would  indicate  that 
Jane  was  between  40  and  46  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  child's  birth.  On  August  16,  1850,  at  the 
time  of  the  1850  Census,  Jane  is  living  with  her  son,  David  Ward,  in  Union  Parish,  Louisiana.  At 
some  point  between  this  date  and  the  time  of  the  1860  Census,  Jane  passes  away. 

Elisha  Ward,  Jr.,  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Meeks  were  married  on  September  28,  1843,  in  Union  Parish, 
Louisiana.  By  the  time  of  the  1850  Census,  Elisha's  family  have  remained  in  Union  Parish  and 
consists  of  three  children  ranging  in  age  of  5  to  1  years.  The  couple  would  go  on  to  have  a  family 
totaling  1 0  children. 

Looking  into  the  future,  Elisha  has  began  to  obtain  land  by  purchasing  40  acres,  from  the  U.S. 
General  Land  Office.  He  went  on  to  purchase  additional  land  in  1853  and  1859,  with  a  total  holding 
of  200  acres.  By  the  1860  Census,  their  address  was  Wiseville  P.O.,  Claiborne  Parish,  Living  next 
door  is  his  son  and  daughter-in-law,  John  and  Medies  Ward.  As  happens  with  large  families,  John  and 
Medies  have  a  child  who  is  older  than  two  of  Elisha  and  Mary's  children.  1870  found  the  family 
continuing  to  live  in  Claiborne  Parish.  Their  P.O.  address  is  now  Haynesville,  Claiborne  Parish, 
although  I  do  not  think  they  have  moved  off  the  land  purchased  in  the  1850's.  Six  of  the  ten  children 
are  living  at  home,  with  the  youngest  being  a  two  year  old.  In  July  1880,  for  some  reason,  the  family 
has  moved  to  Nevada  County,  Arkansas.  Elisha,  now  57  years  old,  continues  to  be  a  farmer.  Living 
next  door  is  his  son,  William  and  daughter-in-law  Georgia,  with  three  of  his  grandchildren.  Elisha 
died  on  October  3,  1898,  in  Prescott,  Nevada  County,  Arkansas. 

On  June  1,  1900,  at  the  time  of  the  1900  Census,  Elizabeth  is  living  with  her  son,  Nacy  and  daughter- 
in-law  Kate,  with  three  grandchildren,  in  Boughton,  Nevada  County,  Arkansas.  During  this  Census, 
Elizabeth  states  that  she  has  bom  nine  children,  six  of  whom  are  still  living.  In  May  of  1910,  Mary 
Elizabeth  Meeds  Ward  is  living  with  her  daughter  Theodoshia  Ann  Ward  McEachem,  wife  of 
Thomas  H.  McEachem,  in  Old  Shongaloo.  Mary  passes  away  six  years  later  and  is  buried  in  the  Old 
Shongaloo  Cemetery,  Shongaloo,  Webster  Parish,  Louisiana.

Mark  Meeks,  Sr. 

Theodoshia  Ann  Ward  McEachem's  maternal  grandparents  were:  Mark  Meeks,  Sr.  and  Ann 
Chalmers.  Their  daughter,  Mary  Elizabeth  Meeks,  married  Elisha  Ward,  Jr.  Mary  and  Elisha  were  the 
parents  of  Theodoshia  Ann  Ward.  The  first  record  for  Mark  and  Ann  is  in  the  1 850  Census.  Mark 
and  Ann  Meeks,  are  living  in  Union  Parish,  Louisiana.  Their  household  consisted  of: 

Mark  Meeks  [Sr.],  age  55  bom  about  1795  in  South  Carolina 

Wife,  Ann  Chalmers  Meeks,  age  48  bom  about  1802  in  Georgia 

Son,  Nancy  [Nacy],  age  20  bom  about  1830  in  Alabama  [July  12,  1827] 

Son,  Joseph,  age  18  bom  about  1832  in  Alabama  [May  6,  1830] 

Son,  Mark,  Jr.,  age  16  bom  about  1834  in  Alabama 

and  Daughter,  Isabella,  age  10.  bom  about  1840  in  Alabama 

A  search  of  the  1840  Census  records  for  Alabama  did  not  locate  a  Mark  Meeks.  However,  when  his 
son,  Joseph,  enlisted  in  the  31st  Louisiana  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment,  he  stated  that  he  had  been 
bom  in  Fayette  County,  Alabama.  Mark  and  Ann  moved  to  Union  Parish,  Louisiana  some  time 
between  the  birth  of  Isabella  and  the  marriage  of  daughter,  Mary  Elizabeth  to  Elisha  H.  Ward,  Jr.  on 
September  28,  1843. 


By  October  1,  1852,  Mark  has  moved  from  Union  Parish  to  next  door  Claiborne  Parish.  On  this  date, 
he  purchase  40  acres  of  land  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office.  Using  the  1820  Land  Act,  this 
would  have  cost  him  $50  cash.  Grant  7717  defined  the  land  as:  South  East  1/4  of  the  South  West  1/4 
of  Section  5,  Township  22-North  Range  8-West.  On  December  19,  1857,  he  purchased  from  A.  J. 
Dyke  120  acres  for  $1,140  or  an  average  of  $9.33  per  area.  There  must  have  been  some  substantial 
improvements  to  the  property  in  terms  of  a  residence,  necessary  outbuildings,  and  cleared  land. 
Otherwise  there  was  a  far  cheaper  way  to  obtain  as  much  land  as  you  might  want,  by  purchasing  it 
from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  for  $  1 .25  per  acre.  A  land  purchase  of  1 20  acre  would  cost  $  1 50. 
[S 1 12  of  the  N  W 1  /4  Section  7,  Township  22,  Range  8  This  would  be  80  acres] 

[NE1/4  of  the  SW1/4  Section  7,  Township  22,  Range  8  This  would  be  40  acres] 

Ann  Chalmers  Meeks  passed  away  before  June  17,  1858,  for  on  that  date  the  District  Court  ordered 
Sheriff  John  Warren  to  conduct  a  partition  of  the  property.  "....I  sold  on  the  24th  day  of  July  1 858  at 
the  residence  of  Mark  Meeks,  Sr.  about  twelve  miles  North  West  of  Homer  in  said  parish  to  effect  a 
partition  the  following  described  property  communef?]  between  Mark  Meeks,  Sr.  and  the  heirs  of  his 
late  wife,  Ana  [Ann]  Chalmers  deceased  to  wit:"

Mark  Meeks,  Sr.,  with  a  bid  of  $3.00  per  acre,  was  the  only  person  to  offer  to  purchase  the  220  acre 
property.  Missing  from  this  division  were:  Mary  Elizabeth  Meeks  Ward,  Mark  Meeks,  Jr.,  Isabella 
Meeks  Walden  and  Sara  Jane  Meeks  Kimbell.  The  next  page  has  additional  details  of  this  land  and 
sell. 

In  all  probability,  the  event  which  necessitated  this  partition  was  Mark's  upcoming  marriage.  On 
September  21,  1858,  two  months  after  the  "partition  sale",  Mark  marries  Sara  A.  Coker,  the  Widow 
of  John  Cobb.  Based  upon  the  birth  years  of  the  last  two  children,  Sarah  Coker  Cobb  and  husband 
John  Cob  had  moved  from  Alabama  to  Claiborne  Parish,  between  1848  and  1853. 

On  April  1,  1859,  Mark  again  purchased  40  acres  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office,  defined  as 
North  East  1/4  of  the  North  West  1/4,  of  Section  8,  Township  22  North,  Range  8  West.  His  last 
purchase  of  land  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  was  on  June  1,  1861,  when  he  purchased  80 
acres: 

North  East  1/4  of  the  North  East  1/4  of  Section  7,  Township  22  North,  Range  8  West.,  and  the 
North  West  1/4  of  the  North  West  1/4  of  Section  8,  Township  22  North,  Range  8  West. 

At  the  time  of  the  1860  and  1870  Censuses,  this  couple  has  continued  to  live  in  Claiborne  Parish.  By 
June  23,  1880,  a  major  relocation  has  taken  place.  They  are  now  living  in  Limestone  County,  Texas. 
What  would  cause  a  man,  84  years  of  age,  or  perhaps  some  what  younger,  to  pick  up  and  move  his 
family  250+  miles  to  a  new  farm.  Intuitively,  one  would  think  of  moving  to  be  near  a  son  or  daughter. 
A  check  of  the  1880  Census  for  Limestone  County,  Texas,  did  not  reveal  any  of  Mark's  family.  Nor 
have  I  found  any  death  records  for  Sarah  or  Mark.  Never-the-less,  I  continue  to  believe  there  has  to 
be  a  family  connection  behind  this  move. 

Mark  Meeks  passed  away  some  time  between  the  1880  Census  and  the  1900  Census.  Not  too 
surprising  given  that  he  would  have  to  have  been  105  years  of  age  to  have  been  in  the  1900  Census. 
On  June  4,  1900,  at  the  time  of  the  1900  Census,  Sarah  is  living  with  her  daughter,  Willie  C.  Meeks 
Kerley  in  Hardeman  County,  Texas.  In  this  census,  Sarah  stated  that  she  had  bom  seven  children, 
three  of  whom  were  still  living.  To  date,  I  have  only  been  able  to  identify  five  of  her  children.  Sarah 
died  between  the  1900  and  1910  Censuses. 

Neeland,  Chalmers,  Wyatt,  and  Washington 

Neeland 

I  have  been  unable  to  determine  the  parents  of  Jane  Washington  Neeland.  There  were  Neeland, 
Neyland  and  Kneeland  families  in  Claiborne  and  Caddo  Parishes  in  the  1850  Census.  While  the  last 
two  names  could  have  been  spelled  correctly,  they  could  also  be  misspelling  of  Neeland.  These  same 
names  appear  in  the  1830  and  1840  Georgia  census  records.  The  early  Georgia  marriage  records  also 
have  the  same  names.  All  of  which  to  say,  more  research  will  be  required. 
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Chalmers,  Wyatt,  and  Washington 

As  with  the  Neeland's,  these  other  related  families  are  also  un-researched.  For  this  reason,  there  are 
no  Genealogy  Reports  for  these  four  families  included  at  the  end  of  the  book.

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  was  a  transcription  error  made,  when  this  deed  was  transcribed  from 
the  handwritten  original  to  this  typed  copy,  or  the  Sheriff  made  an  error.  I  believe  the  description  of 
the  property  should  be  Township  22,  not  Township  20.  My  belief  is  based  upon  the  following 
information  and  analysis:  The  location  of  the  property  from  Homer,  the  county  seat  was  given  as:  "...

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Chapter  3 

Section  1  James  W.  McEachem  and  Margaret  Steen 

James  W.  McEachem,  the  grandson  of  the  emigrant  Robert  McEachem,  was  bom  on  June  5,  1819,  in 
Claiborne  County,  Mississippi.  He  was  the  last  of  seven  known  children  bom  to  John  and  Mary 
McEachem,  six  of  whom  were  males.  At  some  point  before  1832,  James'  family  moved  to  Yazoo 
County,  Mississippi,  where  John  had  purchased  land  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office.  In  1833, 
this  part  of  Yazoo  County  would  be  cut  out  to  form  Holmes  County.  Chapter  4  will  go  into  more 
detail  on  the  land  acquired  by  John  McEachem. 

On  October  13,  1842,  James  married  Margaret  Steen  in  Canton,  Holmes  County,  Mississippi. 
Margaret  was  the  daughter  of  Nathaniel  and  Mary  Collins  Steen.  She  was  however  raised  by 
Nathaniel's  brother,  Uncle  Joseph  Collins.  Margaret  was  named  in  Joseph  Collins'  Will,  when  it  was 
probated  in  March  of  1847  in  Madison  County,  Mississippi.  Eleven  children  were  bom  to  James  and 
Margaret,  one  of  which  died  at  the  age  of  three,  the  balance  of  which  lived  to  become  adults. 

Six  months  after  the  marriage  of  James  and  Margaret,  on  April  13,  1843,  John  McEachem,  Jr.,  James' 
brother,  sold  to  his  brother  Peter  McEachem  for  $400,  and  "...assigned  forever  all  my  interest  as  heir 
of  the  real  estate  of  John  McEachem,  Senior  —  deceased."  This  transaction  establishes  the  date  of 
death  for  John  McEachem,  Sr.  as  being  “Before  April  13,  1843”.  John  McEachem  is  reported  to  have 
moved  to  Texas.  I  have  yet  to  find  John  in  the  1850  Census  records  for  Louisiana,  Arkansas  or  Texas. 

James  W.  McEachem’s  Land  Transactions  in  Holmes  County,  Mississippi 

On  September  23,  1844,  James  McEachem  purchased  120  acres  from  his  brother,  Daniel  McEachem 
and  brother-in-law,  John  McCaskill,  [who  married  Mary  Ann  McEachem  in  Holmes  County, 
Mississippi],  paying  to  each  $1.00,  as  the  purchase  price  for  the  following:. 

Township  12-N,  Range  3-E,  Section  10,  East  1/2,  Northwest  1/4,  40.04  acres 
Township  12-N,  Range  3-E,  Section  10,  East  1/2,  Southwest  1/4,  80  acres. 

The  description  of  the  first  parcel  as  being  40  acres  appears,  on  the  surface,  to  be  a  misstatement;  as 
stated  it  would  actually  be  80  acres.  Based  upon  the  sale  by  James  of  this  land  on  January  16,  1847, 
definition  would  be  stated  as:  Township  12-N,  Range  3-E,  Section  10,  South  1/2,  East  1/2, 

Northwest  1/4.  This  land  was  originally  purchased  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  by  Bailey  G. 
Wadlington,  on  December  30,  1833.  I  did  not  locate  the  deed  of  purchase  by  John  McCaskill  and 
Daniel  McEachem.  As  John  McEachem,  Sr.  died  before  this  transaction,  one  has  to  wonder  if  this 
might  not  have  been  part  of  a  general  settlement  of  claims  by  these  three  heirs  of  John  McEachem, 

Sr. 

On  January  16,  1847,  brothers  Peter  McEachem,  Hector  McEachem  and  Neal  McEachem  sold  to 
their  brother,  James  McEachem  the  East  1/2,  of  the  Southwest  1/4  and  the  South  1/2  of  the  East  1/2 
of  the  Northwest  1/4  Section  10,  Township  12,  Range  3  East,  for  $480.  This  deed  was  not  recorded 
until  May  21,  1853.  This  is  the  same  land  which  James  purchased  on  September  23,  1844.  On  the 
surface  this  too  appears  to  be  a  part  of  a  general  settlement  of  claims  by  the  heirs  of  John  McEachem. 
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Peter  and  Hector  McEachem,  as  Heirs,  sold  their  interest  in 
John  McEachem  Sr.’s  land. 

In  January  of  1847,  there  was  a  series  of  land  sales  by  the  heirs  of  John  McEachem,  Sr.  as  they  sold 
off  his  property  to  George  W.  Myers.  Based  upon  the  Holmes  County  Deed  Index,  it  appears  that 
about  $10,000  was  collected  for  John  McEachem  Sr.’s  land  in  Sections  1  and  2  of  Township  12, 
Range  3. 

Listed  Heirs: 

Daniel  McEachem  and  his  wife  Mary 

John  McCaskill  who  intermarried  with  Mary  Ann  McEachem,  daughter  of  John  McEachem, 
and  Mary  Ann  his  wife 
Hector  McEachem  and  his  wife  Mary  B. 

James  McEachem  and  his  wife  Margaret 
Neal  McEachem 

The  1850  Census,  taken  on  August  18,  1850,  provides  us  the  first  documented  information  about  the 
structure  of  James  and  Margaret's  family.  There  are  five  children,  four  boys  and  one  girl  listed.  James 
and  Margaret  would  go  on  to  have  a  total  of  eleven  children.  They  had  remained  in  Homes  County, 
Mississippi,  where  James  is  farming  and  lists  the  value  of  his  real  estate  as  $600.  This  is  about  the 
average  value  for  those  living  nearby,  although  there  is  a  large  spread. 

On  May  6,  1854,  James  and  Margaret  McEachem  sold  their  farm  in  Holmes  County,  Mississippi,  to 
Samuel  Dennis  for  $900.  The  land  was  defined  as: 

Township  12-N,  Range  3-E,  Section  10,  East  1/2,  Southwest  1/4,  [80  acres]. 

Township  12-N,  Range  3-E,  Section  10,  10  acres  off  the  South  end  of  the  Southl/2,  of  the 
El/2  of  the  Northwestl/4. 

As  was  noted  in  Chapter  2,  James  stated  that  his  family  had  moved  to  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana,  in 
1856.  As  he  had  sold  out  of  Mississippi  in  May  of  1864,  taking  eighteen  months  to  reach  Louisiana 
would  seem  to  be  a  little  long;  even  considering  the  non-existing  roads. 

The  following  is  the  first  deed  for  any  McEachem  in  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana,  which  I  have 
found.  On  March  2,  1859,  Jas.  [James]  McEarcham  [McEachem],  together  with  David  McMahan, 
purchased  three  quarters  of  an  acre  of  land  from  J.  C.  Taylor  for  $8.00.  This  was  a  lot  in  the  Town  of 
Haynesville.  The  lot  was  defined  as: 

“The  South  West  quarter  of  South  East  quarter  of  Section  Thirty  Six  Township  Twenty  Three 
of  Range  Eight  containing  Three  quarters  of  an  acre  more  or  less  the  said  small  body  of  land 
is  more  properly  described  as  South  Western  Comer  commencing  at  the  East  comer  of  the  old 
Blacksmith  shop  and  running  seventy  one  yards  Due  East  on  the  Section  Line  between 
Section  one  and  Thirty  Six  between  them  running  due  North  fifty  five  yards  thence  back 
seventy  one  yards  connecting  the  Western  Line  which  is  twenty  Seven  yards  long  running 
due  North  from  the  Starting  point  at  the  old  Blacksmith  Shop. 

From  this  description  we  know  the  lot  is  in  the  SW1/4  of  the  SE1/4  in  Section  36,  Township  23-N 
and  Range  8-W.  However,  without  knowing  the  location  of  the  old  Blacksmith  shop,  we  do  not 
know  where  to  start.  Thus,  while  156  years  latter  we  do  not  know  where  the  Old  Blacksmith  Shop 
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was  located,  much  less  where  the  south  west  comer  was  located,  the  locals  in  1 859  could  no  doubt 
point  out  both.  Interestingly  three  months  later,  on  May  21,  1859,  David  McMahan  sold  his  interest 
in  the  above  property  to  James  McEachem.  This  deed  was  recorded  in  Claiborne  Parish  on  August  2, 
1859.  The  lot  was  defined  as: 

“A  portion  of  the  South  West  quarter  of  the  South  East  quarter  of  Section  Thirty  six  (36) 
Township  twenty  three  (23)  of  Range  (8)  Eight  Containing  three  quarters  of  an  acre  more  or 
less." 

The  said  land  is  more  properly  described  as; 

"South  Western  comer  commencing  at  the  East  Comer  of  the  old  Blacksmith  shop  and 
running  Seventy  one  yards  due  East  on  the  Section  Line  between  Section  One  and  Thirty  Six; 
Then  running  North  fifty  five  yards  Thence  back  Seventy  one  Yards  connecting  the  Western 
line  which  is  twenty  seven  yards  long  Running  due  North  from  the  starting  point  at  the  old 
Blacksmith  Shop.” 

The  3/4  acre  lot  would  not  support  an  income  producing  farm.  However,  the  Sheriffs  sale  below 
would  provide  sufficient  land  for  subsistence  farming.  On  the  Claiborne  Parish  Courthouse  steps,  the 
fourth  day  of  August  of  1 860,  Sheriff  H.  W.  Kirkpatrick  sold  a  five  acre  parcel.  The  successful 
purchaser  was  James  W.  McEachem,  paying  $238.50.  This  is  a  very  high  price  for  five  acres  of  land. 
He  could  have  purchased  40  acres  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  for  $50.00.  However,  there  is 
no  information  available  on  what  improvements  may  or  may  not  have  been  made  to  the  property, 
which  was  described  as: 

"About  five  acres  of  land  in  Section  36  in  township  23  of  Range  8  West  lying  and  being 
situated  in  the  Town  of  Haynesville  and  being  situated  in  said  Parish  and  State  and  after 
having  read  a  mortgage  certificate  from  the  Recorder  of  Mortgages  as  the  law  directs  and  after 
crying  the  same  a  suitable  time  at  the  Court  house  door  in  the  Town  of  Homer." 

With  this  description,  it  is  not  possible  to  locate  the  five  acres  in  this  deed,  among  the  160  acres  in 
Section  36.  No  clue  is  given  in  the  balance  of  the  textual  material  in  the  deed.  [Very  Strange] 

In  the  1860  Census,  James  and  family  are  living  in  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana,  near  Haynesville. 
James  has  as  his  occupation  “Mechanic”.  The  value  of  his  Real  Estate  is  $300,  while  the  value  of  his 
Personal  Estate  is  $2,000.  It  would  appear  that  he  has  brought  the  value  of  his  Mississippi  land  to 
Haynesville  as  personal  property.  As  James  McEachem  is  not  a  slave  owner  and  had  little  property, 
were  his  personal  assets  mostly  in  cash,  or  is  it  the  tools  of  his  trade?  There  were  cotton  gins  and  saw 
mills  in  the  area,  which  would  require  the  skills  of  a  "Mechanic"  vs  a  blacksmith.  This  part  of 
Claiborne  Parish  will  be  separated  to  form  Webster  Parish  in  1871.  To  date,  no  record  has  been  found 
of  him  filing  for  property  in  Louisiana,  under  the  Homestead  Act  of  1862. 

About  1 870,  the  family  moved  to  St.  Landry  Parish.  On  January  8,  1877,  they  then  moved  to  Grayson 
County,  Texas,  to  be  with  daughter,  Caroline  Crisp.  After  Caroline's  death  in  September  of  1878, 
they  again  moved,  this  time  to  Freestone  County,  Texas.  By  the  time  of  the  1880  Census  in 
Freestone  County,  there  has  been  a  gathering  of  three  of  Margaret  and  James'  children  and  their 
grandchildren  of  their  now  deceased  daughter,  Caroline  McEachem  Crisp.  Joe  McEachem's  family  is 
living  with  James  and  his  family,  while  Lucy  McEachem  Shumate  is  on  side  and  Otis  and  John  Crisp 
are  the  next  two  housed  on  the  other  side.  From  the  following  it  can  be  seen  that  these  families  had 
been  in  Freestone  County  for  a  few  years. 
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How  or  why  did  James  W.  McEachem,  and  his  extended  family  select  Freestone  County,  Texas,  as  a 
place  to  make  their  new  homes.  The  answer  looks  to  have  been  with  Margaret  Steen  McEachem's 
family.  At  the  same  time  the  McEachem's,  Shumate  and  the  Crisp's  are  moving  in  Freestone  County, 
Margaret's  brother  and  thus  James'  Brother-in-Law,  Jefferson  W.  Steen,  is  also  purchasing  land  in 
Freestone  County.  But  who  was  the  pathfinder  leading  the  way  to  Freestone  County?  One  of 
Margaret  Steen  McEachem  and  Jefferson  W.  Steen's  first  Cousin,  Agnes  Lucretia  Steen  Harrison, 
together  with  her  Husband,  Vincent  Harrison,  had  been  in  Texas  since  about  1846-1847. 

Below  is  the  genealogy  and  source  information: 

William  Steen  ( 1 738-Aft.  1 804)  and  Nancy  Agnes  Lusk  (Abt.  1753- 1841) 

Robert  Steen  (Abt.  178 1-1 837)  and  Malony  Hollingsworth  (Abt.  1790- 1837)

Miss  A.  L.  Steen  marries  a  Vincent  Harrison  on  September  20,  1841  in  Rankin 
County,  Mississippi.  In  the  1850  Census,  this  couple  is  found  in  Cherokee  County, 
Texas,  as  Vincent  and  Agnes  L.  Harrison.  By  the  time  of  the  1860  Census,  Vincent 
and  Agness  Harrison  are  living  in  Freestone  County,  Texas.  I  have  yet  to  find  them  in 
the  1 870  Census,  but  they  reappear  in  the  1 880  Census  for  Freestone  County  as: 
Vincent  and  Lucretia  Harrison. 

Nathaniel  Steen  (Abt.  1786- 1827)  and  Mary  Collins  (Abt.  1794- 1825) 

Jefferson  W.  Steen  (1816-1885)  and  Sarah  A.  Dyer  (1825-1913)

From  the  above,  Miss  A.  L.  Steen  is  Agnes  Lucretia  Steen,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Malony  Steen. 
She  and  Vincent  moved  into  the  State  of  Texas,  as  the  Republic  of  Texas  ceased  to  exist  in  1846. 
They  were  not  leaving  the  United  State  for  a  foreign  county,  but  migrating  to  a  different  state. 

With  the  new  year  of  1880  beginning,  the  following  members  of  the  extended  McEachem  Clan  are 
living  in  Freestone  County,  Texas 

James  W.  McEachem  and  Margaret  Steen  McEachem 
Son,  Joseph  McEachem  and  Alice  Rose  Richards  McEachem 
Son,  Neal  Otis  McEachem  and  Lou  Bass  McEachem 
Son-In-Law,  William  F.  Shumate  and  Lucy  McEachem  Shumate 
Son-In-Law,  John  Crisp  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Lee  Crisp 

[Widower  of  Margaret  Caroline  McEachem,  who  has  remarried.] 

First  Cousin  of  Margaret  Steen  McEachem,  Agnes  Lucretia  Steen  Harrison  and 
Vincent  Harrison 


On  December  13,  1879,  James  McEachem,  together  with  his  sons,  Otis  and  Joseph  [Josephus],  and 
son-in-law  William  F.  Shumate  purchased  two  tracts  of  land,  totalling  240  acres,  in  northeast 
Freestone  County,  Texas.  This  property  was  purchased  from  Henry  and  W.  L.  Horn.  The  land  is 
located  about  one  and  one  half  miles  from  the  Trinity  River,  just  above  Brown's  Creek.  It  was  about 
10  miles  from  Fairfield,  the  county  seat.  One  tract  was  80  acres  and  the  second  160.  The  land  was 
defined  in  the  metes  and  bounds  system,  with  the  distances  given  from  a  comer  of  the  original 
Abstract  used  in  the  Texas  land  system.  The  distances  were  given  in  the  Spanish  land  measure  of 
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varas.  One  Texas  vara  is  equal  to  33.33  inches  or  2.778  feet.  And  yes,  not  all  varas  are  the  same.  The 
purchase  price  was  52  bales  of  cotton  weighting  500  pounds  each.  James,  Otis,  and  Joseph 
McEachem,  with  William  Shumate,  issued  the  following  four  notes  as  payment: 

One  note  for  13  bales  of  Cotton  due  Dec.  1,  1880 

One  note  for  13  bales  of  Cotton  due  Dec.  1,  1881 

One  note  for  13  bales  of  Cotton  due  Dec.  1,  1882 

One  note  for  13  bales  of  Cotton  due  Dec.  1,  1883 

On  August  3,  1882,  Otis  McEachem  and  William  Shumate  withdrew  from  the  farming  partnership 
created  by  the  above.  Otis  and  William  sold  their  interest  in  the  land  for  $5.00.  One  can  only 
conclude  that  the  farm  was  not  generating  enough  income  sufficient  to  support  the  four  families  and 
pay  off  the  mortgage.  That  said,  240  acres  was  more  than  the  four  families  could  have  kept  in 
cultivation. 


James  W.  McEachem  died  on  September  19,  1890,  and  was  buried  in  Lake  Chapel  Cemetery  in 
northeast  Freestone  County,  Texas. 


On  March  13,  1895,  Henry  Horn  of  Kent  County,  Texas,  together  with  W.  L.  Horn  of  The 
Chickasaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory,  3rd  Judicial  Division,  Oklahoma  Territory,  issued  a  release  of  the 
lien,  which  had  secured  the  mortgage  for  the  240  acres.  In  this  release,  the  Homs  noted  that  the 
payments,  in  cotton,  had  been  made  on  schedule.  On  February  18,  1895,  the  heirs  of  J.  W. 

McEachem  sold  the  240  acre  farm  to  [Hauk?]  Jones  for  ““45  bales  of  lint  cotton  of  the  grade  of 
“Law  Middling”  and  weighing  500  pounds  each,””.  Eight  bales  were  to  be  delivered  to  J.  L. 
McEachem  and  Margaret  McEachem  on  the  following  schedule: 

At  Fairfield,  Freestone  County  on  December  1,  1895. 

At  Fairfield,  Freestone  County  on  December  1,  1896.

and  Five  bales  at  Fairfield,  Freestone  County  on  December  1,  1900. 

Failure  to  pay  would  accrue  interest  of  10%  per  year  for  the  fair  value  of  the  cotton  not  delivered. 


The  Heirs  of  James  W.  McEachem  approved  this  sale,  with  the  proceeds  going  to 
Margaret  McEachem  and  son,  Josephus  McEachem.

After  the  sale  by  Otis  McEachem  and  William  Shumate  on  August  3,  1882,  Josephus  McEachem  and 
Margaret  McEachem,  as  the  widow  of  James  W.  McEachem,  were  the  two  owners  of  the  property. 
While  it  may  appear  to  some  that  these  two  owners  had  clear  title  to  the  property,  this  would  not 
necessarily  be  the  case  with  respect  to  Margaret’s  half.  As  no  will  was  probated,  Margaret  may  have 
only  had  clear  title  to  half  of  James  W.  McEachem’ s  half  of  the  property,  thus  the  need  for  the  heirs 
to  release  any  claim  in  order  to  have  a  clear  title. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above,  Margaret  McEachem,  James  W.  McEachem’s  widow,  has  returned  to 
Claiborne  Parish.  At  the  time  of  the  1900  Census,  Margaret  is  living  with  her  daughter  Mary  “Maud” 
McEachem  Winn  in  Claiborne  Parish,  Louisiana.  In  this  census,  Margaret  stated  that  she  had  bom 
ten  children  of  which  seven  were  still  living.  It  appears  that  Margaret  is  not  the  person  who  provided 
the  information  to  the  Enumerator,  as  she  had  bom  eleven  children.  It  may  be  that  the  Informant  was 
unaware  of  James  B.  McEachem,  who  was  bom  in  1854  and  died  in  1857.  Margaret  Steen 
McEachem  died  on  October  14,  1903,  while  visiting  her  daughter  Lucy  McEachem  Shumate  in 
Waco,  McLennan  County,  Texas.  Margaret  was  buried  in  Oakwood  Cemetery  in  Waco.  Joe  and 
Alice  McEachem  have  continued  to  live  in  the  Young  Village  area  of  Freestone  County,  Texas.  He 
was  a  farmer  and  owned  his  farm  free  and  clear. 

Otis  McEachem’s  first  wife  died  on  October  18,  1883,  a  little  more  that  a  year  after  he  sold  out  of  the 
240  acre  farm.  He  remarried  in  1891  to  Janie  Patterson.  .By  the  time  of  the  1900  Census,  he  has 
moved  his  family  to  neighboring  Limestone  County  and  purchased  a  farm.  He  and  Jamie  have  bom 
five  children  and  Neil,  the  only  child  from  his  first  marriage,  is  living  with  them.  Lucy  and  William 
Shumate  have  moved  from  Red  River  County,  Texas,  to  Waco,  Texas.  His  job  is  the  Keeper  of  a 
Wagon  Yard.  Their  six  living  children  are  still  at  home.  Ida  Crisp  has  married  George  Powell  and 
they  are  living  on  a  rented  farm  in  the  Fairfield  area  of  Freestone  County.  They  have  been  married  for 
three  years  and  no  children  have  been  bom.  Ada  Crisp  married  John  Worley  in  1899.  They  lived  most 
of  their  married  life  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  In  1930,  he  was  the  "Proprietor"  of  a  grocery  store  and 
continued  in  this  line  of  business  until  his  death  in  1966.

The  genealogy  of  the  early  Steen  family,  by  Rev.  Moses  D.  A.  Steen,  D.C.,  is  entitled  The  Steen 
Family  in  Europe  and  America.  It  has  been  printed  in  two  editions,  the  first  in  1900,  with  the 
second,  somewhat  enlarged,  in  1917.  There  are  some  inconsistencies  with  some  of  his  information 
and  that  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  [DAR]  records,  as  well  as  U.S.  Census  records.  While  I 
have  not  tried  to  check  all  of  his  data,  where  inconsistencies  were  found,  I  have  accepted  the 
information  provided  by  the  DAR  and  U.S.  Census.  As  with  other  family  historians  of  his  era,  Rev. 
Steen  collected  family  information  from  many  different  people,  over  an  extended  period  of  time  and 
did  so  without  the  benefit  of  the  census  records.  So  these  books  are  a  collection  of  family  history  and 
recollections  and  should  be  considered  in  that  light. 

Family  tradition  tells  us  that  our  Steen  ancestors  came  from  Ulster,  Ireland.  Nathaniel  Steen  was  the 
eighth  child  of  William  Steen,  the  emigrate  who  was  bom  in  County  Antrim,  Province  of  Ulster, 
Ireland.  Margaret  Steen,  the  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Steen  and  Mary  Collins,  was  bom  on  February 
25,  1825,  in  Lawrence  County,  Mississippi.  As  was  noted  in  Section  1,  Mary  died  in  Waco,  Texas,  on 
October  14,  1903. 

William  was  a  patriot  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  primary  source  for  William  and  Nathaniel 
Steen's  genealogical  information  is  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  [DAR]  approved 
membership  files.  As  the  DAR  is  very  rigorous  in  their  requirements  for  the  sourcing  of  each  element 
on  their  application,  the  quality  of  the  information  for  these  two  generations  is  far  higher  that  is 
normally  found  on  the  vast  majority  of  website  postings. 

Family  tradition  tells  us  that  the  family  was  moving  to  Mississippi,  when  William  Steen  died  in 
Tennessee.  Nancy  Lusk  Steen,  his  wife,  continued  on  to  what  was  then  known  as  the  Natchez 
District,  arriving  at  some  time  before  the  War  of  1812.  The  Natchez  District  was  the  southern  part  of 
what  became  the  state  of  Mississippi;  however,  it  did  not  include  the  Gulf  costal  area  of  the  now 
State  of  Mississippi,  as  it  remained  under  English  control.  Nancy  Lusk  Steen  was  the  daughter  of 
Robert  Lusk  and  Mary  Vance  Lusk.  Nancy’s  father  was  also  a  Patriot  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

As  the  Indian  lands  were  open  to  settlement,  the  Steen  families  migrated  into  central  Mississippi, 
primary  between  Jackson  and  Canton. 


Nathaniel  Steen 

Nathaniel,  son  of  William,  married  Mary  Collins  about  1816  in  Lawrence  County,  Mississippi.  There 
are  two  records  of  him  purchasing  land  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office.  In  both  cases  it  appears 
that  he  may  have  purchased,  or  placed  a  deposit,  before  selecting  the  land.  In  one  case  the  "Assignee 
of  Nathaniel  Steen"  was  his  brother-in-law,  Levi  Noble,  who  married  Jane  Steen. 
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In  the  other,  Wilson  Cooper  is  the  Assignee,  but  I  have  not  found  a  family  connection.  Nathaniel  died 
on  August  2,  1827  in  Madison  County,  Mississippi. 

Mary  Collins  Steen  Vernon 

Mary  remarried  on  December  12,  1833  in  Madison  County,  Mississippi,  to  Mathew  G.  Vernon.  I 
have  been  unable  to  locate  Mary  and/or  Mathew  Vernon  in  the  1850  Census.  On  September  8,  1860, 
during  the  1860  Census,  Mary  Vernon  is  living  with  her  son,  Thomas  Steen,  in  Canton,  Madison 
County,  Mississippi.  She  is  66  years  old,  which  indicated  that  her  birth  year  is  about  1794.  She  owns 
personal  property  worth  $2,500. 


Jefferson  W.  Steen 

Jefferson  Steen,  a  son  of  Nathaniel's  and  a  brother  of  Margaret's,  purchased  land  from  the  U.S. 
General  Land  Office  on  February  10,  1840,  in  Madison  County,  Mississippi.  His  land  was  a  few  miles 
north  of  Thomas  Collins'.  Most  of  the  Steen's  were  further  to  the  southwest  in  Rankin  County,  a 
little  east  of  Jackson.  By  the  time  of  the  1850  Census,  the  family  has  moved  to  Tennessee.  Between 
1850  and  1870,  he  will  make  several  of  these  relocations.  At  some  point,  between  when  son  Harry  is 
bom  in  October  of  1870,  and  January  2,  1880,  he  has  again  moved.  This  time  it  is  to  join  his  sister, 
Margaret  Steen  McEachem  and  brother-in-law  James  W.  McEachem  in  Freestone  County,  Texas. 

Jefferson  W.  Steen  in  Freestone  County,  Texas 
The  month  after  James  W.  McEachem,  sons  Otis  and  Thomas,  together  with  William  Shumate,  had 
purchased  the  240  acres  in  Freestone  County,  Jefferson  W.  Steen,  Margaret  Steen’s  brother,  on 
January  2,  1880,  also  purchased  property  in  Freestone  County.  His  property,  consisting  of  304  acres, 
was  located  about  eleven  miles  northeast  of  Fairfield.  This  would  place  it  about  3  miles  or  so  from 
the  McEachem  and  Shumate  property.  Jeff  paid  two  hundred  dollars  in  cash,  with  two  notes  of  $580 
each.  One  was  payable  on  December  25,  1881  and  the  other  on  December  25,  1882,  with  interest  of 
10%.  As  these  two  land  purchases  were  dated  a  month  apart,  it  most  certainly  appears  that  they 
arrived  in  Freestone  County  close  together  in  tuning,  perhaps  even  traveling  together. 

Just  5  years  after  purchasing  the  340  acres,  Jefferson  W.  Steen  died  on  May  27,  1885.  Sarah  Dyer 
Steen,  appears  to  have  continued  to  operate  the  farm  for  five  to  six  years.  She  would  have  had  plenty 
of  help.  She  and  Jefferson  have  nine  children,  eight  of  which  were  males,  ranging  in  age  from 
nineteen  to  forty  one  years.  On  June  5,  1880,  at  the  time  of  the  1 880  Census,  all  of  Jefferson  and 
Sarah’s  sons  were  living  in  Freestone  County,  Texas. 

By  the  time  of  the  1900  Census,  all  of  Jefferson  s  children  have  left  Freestone  County,  except  for 
Charles  O.  Steen.  Living  with  him  is  his  mother  Sarah  Dyer  Steen.  Charles,  and  his  son  Sam,  will 
remain  in  Freestone  County.  Jefferson  Steen’s  son,  Thomas,  was  living  in  neighbor 
ing  Limestone  County  during  the  1 900  Census,  but  has  returned  to  Freestone  County  by  the  time  of 
the  1910  Census.  Two  of  Thomas  G.  Steen's  daughters,  Lirline  Steen  Lee  and  Maiy  Elizabeth  Steen 
Carroll,  will  marry  in  Freestone  County  and  remain  there  to  raise  their  families.  Most  of  the  other 
children  will  move  and  spread  throughout  Texas.

Thomas  Collins 

Mary  Collins,  the  mother  of  Margaret  Steen  McEachem,  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Collins,  whose 
wife’s  identity  is  unknown.  Thomas  was  bom  in  South  Carolina  in  1759. 1  have  not  been  able  to 
determine  the  parents  of  Thomas.  This  Collins  family  was  an  early  settler  in  the  Natchez  District,  as 
the  souther  part  of  Mississippi  was  called.  As  with  the  Steen's,  they  arrived  before  the  end  of  the  War 
of  1812. 

By  the  time  of  the  1820  Census,  the  Mississippi  Territory  has  become  the  State  of  Mississippi, 
although  the  mid  and  northern  parts  of  the  state  continued  to  be  Chickasaw  and  Choctaw  Indians 
Lands.  Thomas  is  living  in  what  would  become  Lawrence  County  and  would  continue  to  do  so  until 
the  Indian  Lands  were  available  for  settlement.  In  1831  and  1832,  while  still  living  in  Lawrence 
County,  he  purchased  160  acres  in  Madison  County,  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  .  These 
purchases  were  available  as  a  result  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  and  the  U.S.  Government  taking  the 
Chickasaw  lands  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  in  exchange  for  land  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  In 
1832  those  who  had  purchased  these  lands  were  allowed  to  move  in  and  settle  the  area.  This  flood  of 
settlers  into  Mississippi,  between  1820  and  1840,  would  cause  the  population  to  increase  from 
128,000  to  591,000,  or  a  460%  increase  in  the  twenty  years.  In  addition  to  these  two  purchases, 
Thomas,  together  with  his  son-in-law  William  H.  Bole,  who  married  Eliza  Collins,  and  a  James 
Pritchard,  purchased  eight  additional  parcels  of  land  totaling  about  600  acres. 

After  the  death  of  Nathaniel  Steen  in  August  1 827,  two  year  old  Margaret  Steen  went  to  live  with 
Mary’s  brother,  Uncle  Joseph  Collins  in  Madison  County,  Mississippi.  In  March  of  1847,  Margaret 
was  named  in  Joseph  Collins’s  Will,  when  it  was  probated  in  Madison  County,  Mississippi.  She  is 
listed  as  niece  of  Mary  [Collins  Steen]  Vernon. 

The  land  Thomas  Collins  purchased  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  in  Madison,  County, 
Mississippi,  during  1831  and  1832,  appears  to  be  where  he  had  established  his  residence.  This  quarter 
section  of  land  was  about  3.5  miles  from  that  of  his  brother  Joseph  Collins,  with  whom  Margaret 
Steen  went  to  live  after  the  death  of  Thomas  Collins,  her  father.  As  the  date  of  death  for  her  mother 
is  the  same  as  the  date  of  birth  for  Margaret,  it  most  certainly  appears  that  Mary  Collins  Steen  died 
giving  birth  to  Margaret. 

Thomas  appears  to  have  been  somewhat  of  a  land  speculator.  In  December  10,  1840,  he  and  William 
H.  Bole  purchased  315  acres  in  Madison  County  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office.  On  the  same 
date,  he,  William  H.  Bole  and  James  S.  Pritchard,  received  their  certificates  from  the  U.S.  General 
Land  Office  for  270  acres.  While  in  the  Madison  County  Courthouse  in  Canton,  I  did  not  try  to  sort 
out  all  of  Thomas’s  many  land  transactions.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  Ancestors  of  Margaret  Steen  chart,  Margaret  Steen  McEachem's  parents 
were  Nathaniel  Steen  and  Mary  Collins.  Nathaniel  Steen's  parents  were  William  Steen  and  Nancy 
Agnes  Lusk.  Nancy's  parents  were  Robert  Lusk  and  Mary  Vance. 

Margaret's  Great  Grandfather,  Robert  Lusk,  was  a  Patriot  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  was  a 
cavalry  trooper  in  a  South  Carolina  company  commanded  by  Captain  James  Steen,  which  was  a  unit 
in  Colonel  Brandon's  command.  Captain  James  Steen  does  not  appear  to  be  in  our  direct  line  of 
Steen's.  It  may  be  that  he  is  a  brother  to  Margaret's  Grandfather,  William  Steen.

John  McEachem  was  the  first  child  of  the  emigrants  Robert  McEachem  and  Jenette  Henderson. 
Based  upon  a  census  analysis,  John  was  bom  in  Bladen  County,  North  Carolina  between  1 765  and 
1775.  This  area  of  Baden  County  would  become  Robeson  County  in  1787.  The  first  documented 
evidence  which  I  have  found  to-date  is:  John  MacEachren  [McEachem]  witnessing  a  deed  dated 
April  23,  1787.  To  be  a  Witness,  John  would  have  been  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age.  This  would 
place  John’s  year  of  birth  of  about  1769.  John  McEacham’s  [McEachem]  land  is  referenced  in  a  deed 
dated  May  18,  1789.  There  are  at  last  two  additional  deed  references  supporting  John’s  estimated 
date  of  birth,  of  between  1765  and  1770. 

It  is  very  sad  to  report  that  we  do  not  know  Mary’s  surname.  In  addition,  a  marriage  record  has  yet  to 
be  found.  When  Shannon  and  I  visited  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina,  we  too  were  unable  to  fine 
any  record.  Might  Mary  have  lived  in  a  different  county  and  the  marriage  occurred  there?  Yes,  this  is 
most  certainly  a  possibility.  Whatever  the  case,  to  date  we  are  left  to  wish  such  a  record  were 
available  and  to  hope  that  someday  it  will  be  found. 

The  date  for  the  marriage  is  based  upon  the  estimated  dates  of  the  births  of  the  children,  which  are 
based  upon  the  census  analysis.  Assuming  that  they  were  about  twenty  years  of  age  when  they 
married,  the  marriage  date  would  be  sometime  between  1785  to  1795. 

Where  John  and  Mary  lived  during  their  married  life  in  Robeson  County  has  not  been  determined 
with  specificity.  There  are  records  of  John  McEachem  both  buying  and  selling  properties.  However, 
none  of  the  deeds  include  the  name  of  the  wife.  Given  that  it  appears  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
McEachem's  seem  to  have  used  the  Christian  name  of  John,  as  well  as  James,  Daniel,  Hector  and 
Peter,  it  has  not  possible  us  to  positively  separate  the  various  John  McEachem's  in  Robeson  County. 

About  1811,  John,  together  with  Mary  and  his  children,  left  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina  ,and 
moved  into  the  Mississippi  Territory.  Note  that  Mississippi  Territory  was  created  in  1798.  The 
Mississippi  Territory  included  what  are  now  the  states  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama.  Mississippi  would 
not  become  a  state  until  1817.  Even  then,  it  did  not  represent  the  state  as  we  know  it  today  because 
two  thirds  or  more  of  today’s  Mississippi  was  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  Indian  lands.  These  lands 
would  become  available  for  settlement  in  several  phases  as  the  Indians  were  resettled  to  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River. 


John  and  Mary  settled  in  Jefferson  County,  Mississippi,  about  40  miles  northeast  of  Natchez, 
Mississippi.  They  joined  a  growing  community  of  Scotts,  who  were  moving  into  this  area.  John  and 
Mary  were  charter  members  of  the  Union  Church,  which  held  services  as  early  as  1811,  although  it 
was  not  incorporated  into  the  Presbyterian  organization  until  1817.  The  community  which  grew  up 
near  the  church  became  known  and  continues  to  be  known  as  Union  Church.  In  July  of  2004, 
Shannon  and  I  visited  Union  Church  in  Jefferson  County,  Mississippi.  As  can  be  seen  in  the 
accompanying  pictures,  the  church  was  in  the  middle  of  an  exterior  repainting.  It  looked  like  it  had 
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been  quite  a  few  years  since  the  last  time  it  had  seen  new  paint.  The  interior  of  the  church  was  in 
excellent  condition.  There  was  no  one  around  except  the  painting  contractor  and  crew.  We  walked 
the  cemetery,  but  found  no  graves  going  back  to  the  1812’s. 

The  first  Mississippi  property  ownership  record  found  to  date  is  the  purchase  of  a  quarter  section  of 
land  in  Claiborne  County,  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office.  This  property  was  about  12  miles 
northwest  of  Union  Church. 

A  few  words  about  the  various  census  records  and  what  they  tell  us.  The  federal  census  records,  from 
1 790  to  1 840,  requested  the  name  of  the  head  of  household.  The  other  persons  living  in  the 
household  were  only  given  by  age  ranges.  The  ranges  used  there  narrowed,  that  is  there  were  more 
ranges  to  be  used  as  the  census  progressed  through  the  years. 

The  First  Census  for  the  United  States  was  conducted  in  1790.  There  is  a  John  McEachem  listed  in 
Robison  County,  however  this  may  or  may  not  be  our  John  McEachem.  The  number  of  individuals 
listed  in  the  household  and  their  age  ranges  would  appear  to  preclude  this  John  McEachem  from 
being  ours;  unless  there  are  two  families  living  together.  This  is  a  very  real  possibility.  The  1800 
Census  has  three  men  named  John  McEachem.  An  analysis  of  the  1800  Census,  together  with  the 
1810  Census,  helps  to,  if  not  identify  the  various  Johns,  to  at  least  eliminate  the  one(s)  who  can  not 
be  ours.  One  of  the  keys  in  this  analysis,  together  with  the  other  census  year  records,  is  that  there  are 
no  documents  supporting  our  John  McEachem  as  being  a  slave  owner.  John  McEachem  is  in  the 
1810  Census  for  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina.  There  are  four  male  children  and  one  female  child 
all  under  the  age  of  ten.  John  and  Mary  are  both  between  26  to  45  years  of  age.  The  1820  Census 
finds  that  John  and  Mary  have  moved  to  Claiborne  County,  Mississippi.  As  yet,  we  are  not  for  sure  as 
to  the  date  of  this  move.  In  this  census  his  surname  is  spelled  Me  Earthran.  This  will  be  the  first  in  a 
long  list  of  times  when  this  surname  is  misspelled. 

The  range  for  the  date  of  births  for  both  John  and  Mary  was  determined  by  an  analysis  of  the  age 
ranges  in  the  1810  and  1820  Censuses.  In  1810  both  their  ages  are  listed  as  26  to  45,  which  yields  a 
range  for  their  births  of  1765  to  1784.  In  the  1820  Census,  they  are  listed  as  being  over  45  years  of 
age,  thus  yielding  a  date  of  birth  of  before  1775.  Based  on  the  foregoing,  I  believe  the  range  for  their 
year  of  birth  is  between  1765  and  1775.  Mary  McEachem  died  between  January  and  September  of 
1830.  Evidence  as  to  the  range  for  the  date  of  death  of  Mary  McEachem  comes  from  two  deeds  of 
sale.  On  the  first,  Mary  signed  the  deed,  while  on  the  second  she  did  not;  John’s  was  the  only 
signature.  The  following  is  a  standard  phrase,  which  was  used  in  various  forms  in  many  states  and 
counties  to  insure  that  the  wife’s  property  rights  were  being  protected.  How  it  worked  in  practice  one 
may  speculate,  but  it  does  give  the  wife  an  avenue  to  pursue  if  there  were  a  disagreement  between 
the  man  and  wife,  as  to  the  disposal  of  some  property.  This  is  a  quote  from  the  deed  of  sale  from  John 
McEachem  &  wife  to  Daniel  McEachem,  dated  January  12,  1830  and  recorded  February  22,  1830. 
“And  the  said  Mary  McEachem  being  examined  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband 
acknowledged  that  she  signed  sealed  and  delivered  the  above  deed  freely,  without  the  fear, 
threats  or  compulsion  of  her  said  husband  on  the  day  and  year  therein  written  and  for  the 
purposes  there  mentioned.” 

In  a  deed  of  sale  from  John  McEachem  to  Edmond  Tucker,  dated  September  27,  1 830,  there  are  no 
references  to  Mary,  or  to  John’s  wife.  These  two  deeds  are  sufficient  evidence  that  Mary  passed  away 
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between  January  12  and  September  27,  1830. 

John  purchased  from  the  U.S.  General  Land  Office  a  total  of  229  acres  in  Holmes  County, 
Mississippi.  We  do  know  the  land  was  purchased  under  the  Land  Act  of  1 820,  which  stipulated  a 
cost  of  $1.25  per  acre.  The  following  pages  will  provide  information  on  these  tracts  of  land  and  a 
map  of  their  location. 

The  following  establishes  an  end  date  for  the  date  of  death  for  John  McEachem,  Sr.  of:  “Before  April 
13,  1843”.  On  April  13,  1843,  John  McEachem,  Jr.,  sold  his  interest  as  an  heir  of  John  McEachem, 
Sr.,  to  his  brother,  Peter  McEachem,  for  $400.  The  land  was  in  Homes  County,  Mississippi,  Section 
10,  Township  12-N  Range  3-E.

"Connection  Between  Robeson  Co.,  NC  and  the 
Scottish  Settlement  of  Union  Church,  MS" 

"Shortly  after  the  1790’s,  many  Scotch  in  North  Carolina  began  to  heed  stories  of  a  land  of  plenty  to 
the  south.  There,  along  the  higher  eastern  banks  of  the  great  Mississippi  River  lay  a  land  that  could 
be  had  for  the  taking.  A  land  where  transportation  was  not  a  problem  that  it  was  in  North  Carolina, 
where  a  ton  of  freight  sometimes  cost  fifty  dollars  to  move  from  Brunswick  to  the  Scotch  villages  of 
Cumberland  County;  for  these  goods  could  be  brought  up  the  great  river  by  sea-going  boats,  and 
bought  from  merchants  at  a  big  price.  The  first  Scots  from  Robeson  County  who  explored  these  new 
lands  along  the  Mississippi  River  were  George  Torrey,  son  Dougald  Torrey,  Laughlin  Currie  and 
Robert  Willis  in  1806.  Most  likely  they  took  the  wagon  trail  from  Greensboro,  NC  to  Jonesboro  in 
Tennessee  and  then  west  to  Nashville.  There  the  trail  turns  south  to  Columbia,  then  west  toward 
Savannah,  TN.  Cross  the  Tennessee  River  to  Purdy,  now  called  Selmer;  at  Selmer,  a  wagon  road 
leads  south  to  Corinth,  Mississippi.  From  Corinth  you  travel  south  and  pick  up  the  Natchez  Trace 
and  follow  that  southwest  to  Union  Church.  This  probably  took  them  3  months  to  travel  one  way." 

"The  earliest  settlers  came  in  1808  and  1810.  They  were  mainly  from  North  Carolina.  The  pioneer 
missionaries  sent  out  to  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas  began  preaching  here  in  1811.  After  several  years 
Rev.  Joseph  Bullen  gathered  the  Presbyterian  families  that  had  collected  from  different  parts  of  the 
country  and  organized  them  into  a  church  which  has  ever  since  been  known  as  Union  Church.  In 
process  of  time  a  post  office  was  established  and  a  village  grew  up  which  took  the  name  of  Union 
Church  and  which  at  one  time  was  incorporated  with  its  mayor  and  other  offices."  [The  following 
sketch  is  about  one  of  John  and  Mary  McEachem's  children.]  "Mary  McDougals  [bom  1811]  was 
received  into  the  church  in  her  young  girlhood.  Quite  young,  she  married  a  Scotchman  named 
[Daniel]  McEachem  and  moved  with  him  to  Carroll  County,  where  they  formed  a  new  home.  She 
carried  with  her  all  her  love  for  the  church  of  her  fathers.  She  was  earnestly  solicited  to  join  a  church 
of  another  denomination  which  at  that  time  held  the  field  in  her  neighborhood.  Said  she,  "No,  I  will 
help  you  all  I  can.  I  will  sing  with  you  and  pray  with  you  and  give  money  to  you,  but  I  am  a 
Presbyterian  and  can  never  be  anything  else,  and  when  we  have  a  chance,  we  will  organize  one  right 
here."  This  good  mother  in  Israel  died  in  1903,  leaving  behind  her  one  hundred  and  twenty-one 
children,  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  and  nearly  every  one  of  whom  that  has  reached 
mature  years  is  now  a  member  of  the  church  in  full  communion.  She  lived  to  see  seven  white 
Presbyterian  churches  and  one  colored  organized,  all  of  which  trace  their  origin  directly  to  her 
influence.  The  life  of  this  good  woman  spans  the  whole  century  of  the  Scotch  Settlement  at  Union 
Church."

"Union  Church  was  organized  in  March,  1817  by  the  Presbytery  of  Mississippi,  with  26  charter 
members,  and  It  now  the  third  oldest  Presbyterian  organization  in  the  Southwest.  We  have  two 
churches  that  are  older,  Pine  Ridge  in  Adams  County,  and  Bethany  in  Amite  [County],  All  three  of 
these  churches  go  back  to  the  earliest  pioneer  days  of  Presbyterianism  in  the  Southwest.  The  history 
of  Union  Church  indeed,  however,  goes  back  to  1811,  when  evangelists  from  the  Synod  of  the 
Carolinas  collected  small  congregations  there.  The  earliest  membership  was  composed  mainly  of 
immigrants  from  North  Carolina  and  some  from  Tennessee.  After  the  organization,  a  small  store¬ 
house  was  built  and  a  post  office  established,  and  around  this  small  nucleus  a  little  village  has 
gradually  been  built  up,  which  is  known  as  Union  Church."

Section  1  Robert  and  Jenette  McEachem 

Although  Robert  and  Jenette  both  landed  in  North  Carolina  during  1756,  it  is  probable  that 
they  were  not  on  the  same  vessel.  While  a  marriage  record  has  yet  to  be  found,  it  is  believed 
that  they  were  married  in  North  Carolina.  Jennette  was  about  thirteen  years  of  age,  while 
Robert  was  about  twenty-one  when  they  emigrated.  We  do  not  know  where  Robert  and 
Jenette  first  landed,  but  it  was  most  probably  in  Wilmington,  North  Carolina.  Nor  do  we 
know  when  they  moved  to  Bladen  County,  North  Carolina.  Bladen  was  formed  in  1734  from 
New  Hanover  County.  The  area  in  which  Robert  and  Jenette  lived  in  Bladen  County  became 
Robeson  County,  when  Robeson  was  formed  in  1787. 

There  were  two  Robeson  courthouse  fires  during  the  time  of  our  interest.  The  first  in  1765 
and  the  other  in  the  early  1 800's.  One  must  remember  that  the  original  of  a  deed  is  retained  by 
the  purchaser  of  the  property.  Thus,  after  a  fire  destroys  a  copy  of  the  deed  in  a  courthouse, 
the  holder  of  the  original  deed  needs  to  present  the  deed  to  the  county  clerk  for  it  to  be  re¬ 
registered.  The  problem  for  those  involved  in  family  history  research  is  the  deed  holder  may 
take  many  years  to  present  the  deed.  In  fact,  it  would  only  need  to  be  re-registered  if  there 
were  a  need  to  document  a  change  of  ownership. 

Robert  McEachem  was  the  owner  of  several  properties.  The  following  is  not  an  exhaustive 
list  of  properties  which  Robert  McEachem  owned.  It  should  be  noted  that  at  the  time  of  the 
1790  Census  for  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina,  there  was  only  one  Robert  McEachem 
listed.

One  important  deed  is  a  part  of  the  Probate  file  for  Robert  McEachem.  In  the  November 
Term  of  1 8 1 6,  the  heirs  of  Robert  McEachem  in  a  Quick  Claim  Deed,  renounced  or  assigned 
their  rights/claims  as  heirs  of  Robert  McEachem  in  favor  of  Hector  McEachem.  In  the 
following  pages  are  a  copy  of  the  deed  and  a  transcription  to  assist  the  reader.  Based  upon  the 
language,  Hector  had  agreed  to  live  with  and  take  care  of  Robert.  In  return  Hector  was  to 
receive  a  deed  to  Roberts'  property.  Robert  died  before  writing  a  Will  or  deeding  over  the 
properties.  The  other  heirs  of  Robert  renounced  their  rights  in  favor  of  Hector  to  fulfill 
Robert's  intentions. 
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There  is  a  major  inconsistency  between  the  date  of  death  on  the  memorial  headstone  for 
Robert  McEachem  of  December  16,  1816  and  the  date  of  the  deed  noted  above.  As  the  deed 
is  a  contemporaneous  record  and  the  date  of  the  placement  of  the  memorial  headstones  is 
unknown,  I  believe  that  Robert's  date  of  death  is  most  probability  December  16,  1815.

[Now  Called:  Bureau  of  Land  Management] 


No  attempt  will  be  made  to  discuss,  review  or  even  to  list  all  the  different,  even  multitude,  of  acts 
passed  by  Congress  relating  to  sale,  gift,  grant,  warrant,  etc.,  of  Public  Lands.  In  general,  most  of 
these  acts  required  several  steps  in  order  to  obtain  the  land.  The  individual  would  purchase  a  warrant, 
identify  the  land  to  be  purchase/obtained  and  be  issued  a  deed  for  the  land. 


As  background,  the  first  major  act,  I  think,  was  The  Public  Land  Act  of  1 796,  which  authorized 
Federal  land  sales  to  the  public  in  minimum  640  acres  plots  at  $2  per  acre  on  credit.  The  major  effect 
of  both  the  large  acreage  required  and  the  relatively  high  price  was  to  limit  the  sales  to  land 
speculators.  As  it  turned  out,  much  of  the  land  purchased  under  this  sale  on  credit  policy  was  never 
paid  for.  So  a  major  change  was  made  in  1 820. 


The  Land  Act  of  1 820 

“An  act  making  further  provisions  for  the  sale  of  the  Public  Lands.” 

The  Land  Act  of  1 820  as  it  was  and  is  commonly  stilled  called,  allowed  for  an  individual  to  purchase 
80  acres  of  public  land  for  $1 .25,  in  cash,  per  acre.

Military  Bounty  Land 

In  the  1 850’s  there  were  various  acts  passed  which  awarded  a  military  land  warrant  to  military 
members  for  passed  service.  These  warrants  were  almost  always  sold  by  the  soldier  to  other  parties. 
On  September  28,  1 850  Congress  passed  the  following  act: 

“An  Act  granting  Bounty  Land  to  Certain  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  have  been 
engaged  in  the  Military  Service  of  the  United  States.”  This  Act  was  also  known  as: 

“The  Scrip  Warrant  Act  of  1 850” 

As  was  discussed  in  Chapter  1,  Section  2,  it  was  under  this  act  that  Private  Wayne  Able  was 
granted  a  Military  Bounty  Warrant,  which  allowed  Samuel  Haynes  to  obtain  40  acres  on 
August  3,  1860. 

The  following  ancestor  purchased  a  military  land  warrant.  This  warrant  was  “issued  in  favor 
of  Private  Wayne  Able  in  Captain  Quatbaums  Company,  South  Carolina  Volunteers  Florida 
War”.  It  was  issued  for  his  service  in  "The  Second  Seminole  War",  also  called  the  Florida  War 
which  was  fought  between  1835  and  1842.  The  Warrant  which  Samuel  Haynes  used  to 
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purchase  land  could  have  passed  through  many  hands  before  being  claimed  by  him.  One 
might  also  suspect  that  it  sold  for  a  lot  less  that  the  then  $1 .25  being  charged  by  the  U.S. 
General  Land  Office.

The  Homestead  Act  of  1 862 

Before  the  Civil  War,  northern  and  western  states  wish  to  have  a  public  land  policy  which  would 
allow  the  common  citizen  to  obtain  free  land.  With  the  secession  of  southern  states  from  the  Union, 
the  major  objection  was  removed  to  such  a  system.  The  south  did  not  want  there  to  be  free  land  as 
they  were  concerned  that  the  poorer  whites  would  move  out  of  the  south. 


The  Homestead  Act  of  1 862,  as  it  was  and  is  almost  always  called  was  officially: 

“To  secure  Homesteads  to  actual  Settlers  on  the  Public  Domain”. 


As  the  title  might  suggest,  one  of  the  primary  purposes  was  to  take  the  land  policies  out  of  the  hands 
of  land  speculators  that  had  dominated  U.S.  land  policy  even  in  the  Colonial  Era  before  the 
Revolution.  The  new  law  established  a  three-fold  homestead  acquisition  process:  filing  an 
application,  improving  the  land,  and  filing  for  deed  of  title.  Any  U.S.  citizen,  or  intended  citizen,  whc 
had  never  borne  arms  against  the  U.S.  Government  could  file  an  application  and  lay  claim  to  160 
acres  of  surveyed  Government  land.  For  the  next  5  years,  the  homesteader  had  to  live  on  the  land  and 
improve  it  by  building  a  12-by-14  dwelling  and  growing  crops.  After  5  years,  the  homesteader  could 
file  for  his  patent  (or  deed  of  title)  by  submitting  proof  of  residency  and  the  required  improvements  to 
a  local  land  office.  I  would  add  that  the  probation  against  those  who  had  taken  up  arms  against  the 
U.S.  Government  was  not  enforced  as  both  Thomas  H.  McEachern  and  John  W.  McEachern  were 
issued  Homesteads.
